Lducation for the Building Trades. 


} REPORT made by 
a Special Sub- 
Committee on the 
Building Trades, 
to the Technical 
Education Board 
of the London 
County Council, 
has been recently 
published, along 
with the evidence 
on which it is founded. The special object 
of the Committee was to obtain evidence 
and make suggestions in regard to the 
existing facilities for enabling artisans in the 
building trades to obtain a good technical 
instruction in their craft. 
The occasion for such an inquiry arises of 
course mainly from the general abandon- 
_ ment, in recent times, of the apprenticeship 
system ; but some passages in the Report 
throw rather an unexpected light on the 
causes of this decline. We have heard from 
time to time expressions of regret, on the 
part of large employers of labour in the 
building trade, in regard to the decline of 
the apprenticeship system, and the conse- 
quent difficulty of obtaining thoroughly 
trained artisans. Yet repeated evidence is 
given in this Report to the effect that the 
decline in the number of apprentices, or the 
practical abandonment of the system of 
apprenticeship, is due more especially to the 
reluctance of employers themselves to take 
apprentices. Mr. Henry Holloway says that 
“apprenticeship has greatly declined in the 
building trades of late years, the reason 
being the indifference on the part of 
employers, who were of opinion that 
apprentices did not pay.” Mr. Robert 
Mitchell stated that in his opinion “the 
objection by the masters to apprentices far 
exceeds any obstacles placed by the men or 
their trade unions.” In another passage in 
the Report we read that in the case of joiner’s 
work especially, “the very great establish- 
ment expenses connected with a builder’s 
workshop in London necessitates that every 





none but men capable of earning full 
wages can be allowed to work in the 
shops.” Another reason given by Mr. 
Robert Mitchell, the educational director of 
the Regent-street Polytechnic, lies in what 
he calls, rather awkwardly, the “ distributing 
nature” of the building trade, by which 
expression he refers, we suppose, to the ten- 
dency towards general contracting in place 
of contracting for special trades. He ob- 
serves that “in trades such as silversmitkhs, 
where the work was always executed in the 
same workshops, the system of apprentice- 
ship was not appreciably decreasing.” The 
contractor is becoming more and more an 
entrepreneur, a kind of accountant in build- 
ing trades, and less of a builder, and his 
object is to work his shops so as to secure a 
profit under a system of keen competition. 
Hence even the premiums which may be 
paid with apprentices are not regarded as 
compensating for the trouble of looking after 
them and the loss in productive labour while 
they are in training. 
The fierce competition in the London 
building trade, in fact, seems to leave no 
time for either teaching or learning; and 
one significant fact which comes out in the 
evidence is that by far the largest proportion 
of hands in many building shops have come 
from the country. Mr. Mitchell said that 
“the building trades were mostly supplied 
from the country, and mentioned that on 
one large building on which about 200 men 
were employed the clerk of works assured 
him that not more than ten could be strictly 
called Londoners.” Country youths are 
desirous to be apprenticed to building 
trades, and country masters are willing to 
take them; there is time to teach and time 
to learn. Having learned, they come to 
London to get a better market for their 
labour. 
The question how far the training which 
may be obtained in polytechnic and other 
classes is a substitute for shop apprentice- 
ship is a good deal discussed in the evidence. 
Mr. Holloway did not attach much import- 
ance to the practical instruction given in 


struction could only be efficiently given in 
the workshop; and in regard to the 
instructors he mentions one case in which a 
young man, employed by his firm in the 
capacity of joiner’s improver, showed so 
little aptitude that the foreman told him to 
look out for employment elsewhere. “ This 
man subsequently got a position as in- 
structor at one of the technical classes.” 
Mr. Holloway thinks good foremen make 
the best practical instructors; on the 
other hand, another witness, Mr. Car- 
penter, says that in cases within his 
knowledge where the learners are in charge 
of the foreman, and a fee is charged by the 
foreman (with the knowledge of the em- 
ployer), frequently the foreman will find some 
fault with his learner, and he is discharged 
to make room for another learner who paysa 
fresh fee to the foreman. These “ learners,” 
he observes, ought to be “apprentices,” and 
apprenticed to the employer; they do not 
get the training of an apprentice in conse- 
quence of their insecure tenure. But the 
same witness mentions another cause (also 
touched on by other witnesses) for the 
want of thorough training in the craft, 
viz.: the increasing use of machinery. 
“Tt stands to reason, a lad in a 
shop where machinery is used would 
not get the training he would in a hand 
shop.” And this, we take it, may be another 
reason why the best hands, as seems to be 
admitted, come from the country, where, 
owing to the competition being less, and 
time not so important, there is less machinery 
and more hand work. 

The evidence as to the practical value of 
polytechnic training varies a good deal. 
Mr. Phillips Fletcher, the Director of the 
Trades Training School in Great Titchfield- 
street, said the men had a great objection 
to going from a workshop to a class-room, 
and one reason for this may be gathered 
from another witness, “A. B.,” a builder's 
foreman, who said “ one of the chief reasons 
why bricklayers did not take up drawing 
and building construction to qualify as fore- 
men was that their work made their hands 
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ments,” which is probably only one phase of 
the fact that a man accustomed principally 
to work with his hands, and regarding 
materials only from that-point of view, feels 
_ out of place in a lecture room. Mr. Fletcher 
added that he considered that better work 
could be done by explaining the necessary 
science and geometry to a craftsman as he 
was working with his tools, such practical 
demonstration having a more lasting effect. 
Another witness, however, “ E. F.,” a builder's 
foreman, says the class teaching did not make 
them better workmen, ‘‘but they did not 
require so much attention as others, and 
could do their own setting out.” Mr. 
Barter, organiser of manual instruction 
under the London School Board, in reply 
to the question, in regard to boys who 
have entered for the Technical Education 
Board’s competitions in Science and Tech- 
uology, ‘‘Do you think that these boys pick 
up trades quicker than others?” replies, 
“Yes, certainly, and they work more accu- 
rately. They understand the meaning of 
drawings though they may not be able to 
make doors"”—meaning, we presume, before 
they have learned the actual handling of the 
materials. Mr.. Ellis, teacher of building 
construction at the Camberwell Green Even- 
ing Classes, in answer to the question “ Do 
you find much difference between those who 
have attended the classes and those who 
have not?” replies, ‘Yes; those who have 
attended the classes can receive their in- 
structions from the foremen more easily than 
others.” 

It seems to be considered that there is a 
great difference between the intelligence of 
bricklayers and of carpenters over their work. 
A builder's foreman, “ E. F.,” says :— 

“The bricklayers were not, as a rule, good work- 
men. They did not understand their work, and did 
not attend classes. Every effort had been made to 
persuade them to attend, but without effect. They 
gave no reason for not attending. Carpenters as a 
rule served an apprenticeship for four or five years, 
but this was not the case with bricklayers. Brick- 
layers gave more trouble than carpenters through 
want of intelligence and care. In carrying out a 
piece of work, an intelligent bricklayer was placed 
at each end of the work to keep a watch on the 
less skilled men working between. The difficulty of 
getting good bricklayers increased. This was 
largely owing to the absence of apprenticeship in 
London.” 

Mr. Howard Colls, the well-known con- 
tractor, speaks to the same effect :— 

“The technical workshop was the means of 
attracting men to classes, but when used as a pro- 
ducing shop was valueless. Generally speaking 
carpenters were better able to read drawings than 
bricklayers, and they also made better foremen of 
works, which pointed to the fact that drawing was 
a good subject to teach bricklayers. Bricklayers 
might, however, be good men without being able to 
read drawings. Carpentry was a more highly 
skilled trade than bricklaying, except in some of 
the higher developments, such as groining, &c. 
Carpenters had more opportunity of becoming fore- 
men, as they invariably remained from the beginning 
to the end of a large piece of work, whereas brick- 
layers were constantly changed. A carpenter was 
able to set out a bricklayer’s work, but nine out of 
ten bricklayers never looked at a drawing. The 
carpenter was a superior kind of workman and had 
a better chance of becoming a master.” 

No doubt this superior intelligence on the 
part of the carpenter is due not only to the 
fact mentioned by Mr. Colls, that a man 
keeps at the same work till it is finished, and 
therefore learns more of the setting out of 
work as a- whole, but also to the more 
educational character of the work, and to 


bricklayer’s work. The general conclusion 
seems to be that the bricklayer requires 
some general and theoretical education more 
than any other of the building craftsmen, 
and is unfortunately more averse to it than 
any other. And it is difficult to see how 
this is to be overcome until superior skill 
and knowledge bring their own reward in 
higher wages. As long as employers are 
compelled to pay the stupid workman as 
much as the enlightened one, there is 
practically a premium on stupidity. 

This important point is touched on several 
times in the course of the evidence. In 
regard to the Plasterers’ Association, of 
which so much has been heard lately, Mr. 
Holloway observed that ‘The Plasterers’ 
Association insisted on apprentices com- 
mencing not later than seventeen years of 
age. The object of the plasterers in so doing 
was to limit the number of plasterers. No 
other trade imposed such a restriction as far 
as he knew.” Mr. Howard Colls tells the 
Same story in regard to the bricklayers. 
“The bricklayers attended classes with the 
intention of learning brick-cutting. The 
object in limiting the number of workmen at 


classes was to decrease the number 
in the trade so as to make work last 
longer.” Suppose the Institute of Architects 


endeavoured to make some similar restriction 
on the number of pupils an architect might 
have, and the Architectural Association to 
restrict the numbers in its classes, in order 
to limit the number of the profession, what 
an outcry we should have, and what indig- 
nant articles in newspapers of all shades of 
opinion! But the building trades may 
pursue this policy without a word being said 
against it. One may reverse Shakspeare’s 
couplet and say— 


“That in the soldier’s but a choleric word, 
Which in the captain is rank blasphemy.” 


In regard to the forced equality of wages, 
again, one of the builder’s foremen witnesses 
puts the common sense of the matter in 
plain English :— 

“Tn all cases the workmen should be divided into 
two classes, and two rates of wages shsuld be paid— 
the higher to the superior and the lower to the other 
workmen. The trade unions demand a minimum 
wage to be paid to all workmen, whether good or 
bad, and the employers were bound to pay them the 
full wages. The reason why there were not more 
good workmen was that the. men were not properly 
trained. Until workmen were thoroughly qualitied 
they should not be allowed to draw full wages. At 
the present time some of the workmen admitted into 
the society had little training. The societies might 
divide their members into two classes, according to 
skill ; this division would be an advantage to the 
employers as well as to the skilled workmen. It is 
by no means fair to compel employers to pay full 
wages to incompetent workmen. In case of 
slackness of work the incompetent men would be 
the first to be discharged. A man’sability could not 
be ascertained until he had been actually put to 

work, as he had no credentials as to his qualifica- 
tions. In France a good system of obtaining infor- 

mation as to a workman’s ability was in vogue. An 

apprentice was provided with a book, and on his 
term of apprenticeship expiring, the employer’s 
name, time of service, and qualifications were 
entered. In entering upon further employment his 

book of credentials was shown, and on leaving, the 

employer’s name, time of service, and qualifications 

were again entered, and so on from firm to firm. It 

would be possible for the sccieties in England to 

establish some similar method of recording work- 

men’s qualifications.” 

Mr. Rowland Plumbe, who: gave evidence 

before the Committee, speaks strong on 

the same point. 


mischief, to which the Sub-Committee have 


with regard to a young workman acquiring g 
scientific knowledge of his trade, as he is paid just 
the same rate of wages as the other men. This] 
think a very important point to consider, Special 
skill and knowledge should command a special 
wage. No doubt some men learn for the pleasure 
of doing so, but only a very few. There may be an 
incentive in a young man’s hoping in time to 
become a foreman it he is better qualified than 
others.” 

It is not surprising that along with this 
we find criticisms on the indolence of the 
men and their want of interest in their work, 
One witness (Mr. Ellis), in reply to a ques- 
tion whether the deterioration in the work- 
man was not due to the fact that machines 
now perform so much of the work formerly 
done by the men, answers, “ Yes, partly so, 
but also to the fact that they do not take 
so much interest in their work.” Another 
witness says :— 

“Most of the men had technical classes in the 

neighbourhood, but did not trouble to attend them. 
A qualified builder should be able to do archwork. 
brick-cutting, gauged work and glazed brickwork. 
A bricklayer years ago sometimes laid nearly 2,000 
bricks a day, whereas now he only laid about 500 
or 600. This reduction in the quantity of work 
done was brought about by the workmen themselves, 
and not by any action of the trade union.” 
It would surely be more correct to say that 
in this respect the men faithfully second the 
teaching of the trade union. While average 
human nature remains what it is, the gospel 
of doing as little work as possible for as much 
pay as possible is one that stands little in 
need of preaching. 

In our opinion, it is this monstrous and 
unnatural state of things in modern building 
trade, whereby the bad workman has to be 
paid at the same rate as the good, which is 
more than anything else at the bottom of the 
whole difficulty with which the Report of 
the Sub-Committee is concerned. It is really 
perfectly absurd, if one comes to take a broad 
view of the whole evidence given here. We 
have put before us, on the one hand, a 
system whereby superior training on the part 
of a workman is rendered null and void so 
far as any advantage to himself is concerned, 


and on the other hand a medley of sugges- 
tions for compelling him to educate himself 
and inducing others to educate him. The 
cream of the joke is reached in the evidence 
of Mr. King, of the Amalgamated Society of 
Carpenters and Joiners. 
County Council might carry out their own 
buildings, and make them an apprenticeship 
school, throwing the cost on the ratepayers.

“The County Council have a grand opportunity 


at the present time. They are going to build work- 
men’s dwellings, and they might do the work them- 
selves. After the boys had finished two or three 
years at college working at their trade, the County 
Council might take them to work in the shops 
One reason why the employers do not take appren- 
tices is because of the bother, and the room is of 
value. The apprentices do not pay them. They 
want men to do the work. 
a great advantage if the County Council carried out 
such a scheme.

at the public cost, a training which he has no 
inducement to seek for himself!

given but partial and passing attention, 
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—— 

in this fact—that under the trade-union 
system the artisan has lost the advantages 
which ought to accrue:to him from superior 
training, and therefore has no inducement to 
try to obtain it except that desire to learn and 
to do the best work, for its own sake, which 
operates only on a few exceptional natures. 
There are other obstacles to good training 
now—the introduction of machinery, and the 
hurry and close-cutting brought about by 
keen competition, in the capital at all events ; 
but the system of the same pay for the good 
workman and the bad is what is at the 
bottom of the whole thing. Let a building 
artisan discover that he will command better 
situations and higher wages by obtaining a 
better training in his craft, and he will be 
pretty sure to obtain it. 

After this main point, the most important 
question is that of technical class training 
as against workshop training. The general 
weight of the evidence before this Committee 
goes to show (what logically there could 
have been little doubt of) that while the 
technical class training will not in itself 
make a workman, it is a most important 
preparation for enabling him to take an 
intelligent view of his work, to know why 
a thing is done in this or that way, and 
to understand better the drawings he sees 
and the direction he receives. The only 
doubtful point, perhaps, is as to the time and 
place for each class of training. The view 
which we think the evidence in this Report 
tends to support, is that the workshop and 
technical class cannot very well be carried 
on simultaneously; the worker with his 
hands all day is not in the fittest state to 
attend evening classes afterwards. What 
seems, on the whole, the best method, is 
that the learner should get general know- 
ledge of the subject of his craft, and of 
the geometrical or other science which bears 
upon it, first, by going through a tech- 
nical school, where he would also get 
Some practice in the handling of tools, 
though not such as he would get 
at the workshop. Then he would come 
to the workshop with a mind better able to 


_ take in and understand his work, and would 


probably be much better worth taking as an 
apprentice than a boy straight from primary 
education alone. But the great thing is that 
he should be able to feel that in getting this 
superior knowledge in the technical class he 
is laying the foundation of his own advance- 
ment as a workman, which at present is not 
the case. He may look to become a fore- 
man, but otherwise he will find himself no 
better off than the less skilled workman; a 
State of things which is an anomaly.

SCULPTURE AT THE ROYAL 
ACADEMY. 

HE proportion of interest in the 
sculpture of this year, in com- 
parison with that of the pictures, 
is really remarkable. Among the 

Sculpture exhibits it may be said that there 
are few things that have not some interest, 
While with the pictures it is the other way 
about; it is only a minority of the works 
that are of interest. 

The largest and. most prominent works in 
the Octagon Room, unfortunately, belong to 
that class of realistic portrait sculpture for 
which there is a demand. in England, but 
which are in reality out of keeping with the 
art of sculpture, as the sculptors probably 
themselves feel ; they have to make the best 


of an almost hopeless task. In place of a work 
of poetic sculpture for the central position 
of the octagon, we have only Mr. Thorny- 
croft’s “buff-jerkin business” of the Crom- 
well statue, and the principal side positions 
are occupied by Mr. Longmaid’s statue of 
Watt, Mr. Drury’s of Priestley, and Mr. 
Brock’s of Sir William T. Lewis, the last 
the most unhappy of all, as being clad in the 
modern trowser. We may speak of all these 
with the respect due to their authors, but we 
do not call them sculpture, and have no wish 
to see them again. The first work 
of sculpture proper is Mr. C. J. Allen’s 
“Rescued ” * (1,879), a nearly nude group 
of father, mother, and infant, treated with 
much feeling, and which has the merit 
of forming a harmonious composition from 
every point of view, though we may observe 
that, as seen directly in front, the right leg of 
the man strikes one as being a little too large 
and too long for the other limb, but it may be 
an effect of position only. Omitting for the 
present the works which may be called decora- 
tive, we may pause next before Mr. Lucchesi’s 
very clever and thoughtful though rather 
puzzling work “The Myrtle’s Altar ” (1,894), 
showing a nude female figure of much 
character and very cleverly modelled, reclined 
on the stump of a tree with a metal myrtle 
wreath over her head; various articles—a 
crucifix, a sword, a crown, a heap of money 
—are dropped around, emblems apparently 
of all that is given up for the sake 
of the myrtle wreath. This is at all 
events a work of real originality. Mr. 
Pomeroy’s “ The Potter ”* (1,903) is one of 
the interesting class of nude figures repre- 
senting a simple otf of human action, with 
no ideal meaning ; the potter’s countenance, 
as he considers his work intently, is a keen 
and interesting one ; the whole attitude of the 
figure has a Greek simplicity and repose. 
Among the smaller works is Miss Esther 
Moore’s “ Aurora Vitz”* (1,888), two busts 
of girls whose expressions form a charming 
contrast, and Miss Kathleen Shaw’s exceed- 
ingly clever statue of Kipling’s remarkable 
creation “ Mowgli” (1,901), which was seen 
in plaster here in 1897, and is now 
exhibited in bronze; as a_ realisation 
of Kipling’s ideal it shows ordinary 
imaginative power. We regret, however, that 
in the bronze version a mistaken fit of 
prudery (perhaps on the part of an intend- 
ing purchaser) has induced the artist to 
interfere with the frank nudity of the figure, 
and to that extent spoil its character as 
a personification of the child of nature. Mr. 
Cowell's boy riding on a colossal snail (1,908) 
is what we should call a bad joke. 

Among the prominent works occupying 
the centre of the floor in the Lecture-room a 
melancholy interest attaches to the group in 
ivory and bronze by the late Mr. Harry 
Bates (2,050), to which no name is given in 
the catalogue, though the title, ‘Mors 
Janua Vite,” is conspicuous on the front 
of the pedestal. This is a small work 
in ivory and bronze, which looks as 
if it owed its inspiration to Mr. Gilbert. 
The nude ivory figure’ represents the Soul, 
which is led onward by a bronze figure of 
Death, whose spread wings partially surround 
it; below is a kind of symbolism of the 
earth she is leaving—a miniature city, in 
which the simulacrum of St. Paul's 
Cathedral is prominent, while around the

plates in this issue. 


pedestal are small symbolical groups in 
ivory and bronze, the ivory ones repre- 
senting apparently happy’ souls, the 
bronze ones “the spirits in prison.” The 
whole work is singularly beautiful and inte- 
resting, though this use of different materials 
for different figures, or for the body and thé 
raiment of a figure, is in doubtful taste from 
a sculpturesque point of view; and we 
observe that it is rather on the increase. At 
the Paris Salon were to be seen two or three 
life-size statues in built-up polychromy of 
this kind, and these we can only regard in- 
troducing a false and sensational element 
at variance with the highest aims of 
sculpture. On a small scale and where 
metal is employed it is less objectionable, 
and we do not know that Mr. Bates’s con- 
ception just referred to is spoiled by it, but 
on a larger scale it would be. The tendericy 
in such works, however, is for the decorative 
effect to override the sculptural expression, 
as in Mr. Frampton’s “ St. George” (1,932) a 
statuette with a base of tortoiseshell sup- 
porting an agate globe on which is a metal 
figure of St. George in gilt armour, with a 
background of mother-of-pearl plaques; the 
whole effect is very pretty, but it is 
only a kind of large ornament; the 
expression of the knight, which should 
be the principal point, is about the last 
thing one thinks of. Mr. Reynolds- 
Stephens’s ‘Sir Lancelot and the Nest- 
ling ”* (2,037), a work of the same kind on 
a rather larger scale, is redeemed from being 
merely decorative by the fine character of 
the head; the symbolical treatment of the 
base is interesting too. But we fear that 
Mr. Gilbert’s brilliant example is tending 
to encourage this class of work rather 
too much, in which material and execu- 
tion attract the attention more than the 
sculpturesque ideal of the work. Mr. 
Derwent Wood’s “ La Paimpolaise ” * (1,998) 
is an experiment of the same kind on a life- 
size scale; the bust of a Breton peasant 
woman in three materials—a dark wood for 
the dress, a lighter wood for the face, and 
wrought tin for the cap. As this may be 
considered only as a character sketch, it may 
be accepted as an interesting experiment, 
Among some of the cleverest sculptors of 
the day there seems to be a tendency to seek 
for originality and character in a work even 
at the expense of beauty. We see this in 
Mr. Goscombe John’s remarkable conception 
“The EIf” (2,047) seen in plaster last year, 
now in marble; a work certainly miore 
curious than beautiful, yet which is a’really 
imaginative conception, and moreover most 
admirably modelled. Mr. Colton’s “The 
Girdle” (2,056), a seated nude figure trying on 
a girdle, is original but ungraceful in attitude 
and line; his “Image Finder” (2,048), a 
very powerfully designed figure, is also 
devoid of beauty, though more decorative 
in general line than “The Girdle.”’“ ‘Both 
these work$’ were exhibited in plaster, last 
year; we are glad to see “The Image 
Finder,” which is a remarkable work,"in 
more durable material ; we could well have 
spared a re-appearance of the’ ‘lady ‘of 
the girdle. Whether, character without 
beauty in sculpture is or is not better: than 
beauty without character may of course be 
a legitimate subject of question; but why 
not try for both qualities? It is dangerous 
in sculpture to bégin to leave beauty dut.of 
sight. Mr. Roscoe Mullins’s “My Punish- 
ment is Greater than I Can Bear” (2,054); a 





marble which also has appeared ‘before 
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in plaster, has less distinctive character, 
certainly, than either of the three last 
named, but it has the repose. of 
expression and _ decorative line which 
are among the best attributes of sculpture. 
Among the larger works in the sculpture- 
room one placed against the wall claims 
notice, Mr. Reynolds-Stephens’s “ Dante at 
Ravenna”* (1,942), showing a remarkable 
seated figure of Dante bending forward in 
deep thought; below one sees the portions of 
two figures representing Paolo and Fran- 
cesca. We should add that our illustration 
is from a photograph of the clay model, not of 
the finished bronze, which is an improvement 
in some respects on the model. 

Decorative sculpture is considerably repre- 
sented this year. We see it in two of the 
largest works in the octagon—Mr. Drury’s 
base and pedestal for a street electric light, 
of which a separate special illustration is 
given, and which is referred to under the 
head of “Illustratiors,” and Mr. Dressler’s 
very original pillar for a sundial*, with high 
relief figures at the top representing the four 
winds. We are certainly in want of some 
new and original suggestions for the pillars 
of sundials; the only objection, perhaps, 
in this case is that the sundial itself is rather 
too subordinate. In front of this stands Mr. 
Simonds’s pretty and fanciful design for a 
fountain, “Song and Dance” (1,905), in 
which a female figure plays and sings on 
the central base, and three flamingoes 
practice dance-steps at three corners of a 
triangle below. The one thing that spoils it 
is the naturalistic rockwork forming the 
centre pedestal ; this should have been con- 
ventionally and symmetrically designed in 
harmony with the decorative intention of the 
work. In the lecture-room is Mr, Herkomer’s 
very elaborate design for a shield, “The 
Triumph of the Hour” (2,016), with pic- 
tures in enamel; a work rather sug- 
gestive than entirely successful in effect, 
and in which the symbolical meaning is not 
very clearly expressed. Among _ smaller 
decorative works in metal are some well 
worth attention ; a casket* (1,926) by Nelson 
and Edith Dawson; another by Mr. Alex- 
ander Fisher (1,966), with a tree worked on 
the surface in low relief, winged figures at 
the angles and another as if entering a door- 
way above—a little work of great charm; 
Miss Florence Steele’s  christening-cup 
(1,986), with four winged figures in low relief 
representing special graces; Miss Moore’s 
“Electric Lamp”* (2,008) spirited, but a 
little too ragged in line; Mr. Alexander 
Fisher’s ‘Crucifix ” (2,014) in cast silver; 
and Miss Mercer’s well-designed and 
classical-looking silver bowl (2,031). The 
time has come when the Academy ought to 
set apart a separate room for this class of 
work. 

Among other works speciaily worth notice, 
and which we have only space to mention, 
are “ Leopard Running” (192) by Mr, J. M. 
Swan ; “ Miss Elspeth Campbell” (1,935), a 
tiny silver portrait medallion by Mr. H. 
Bruce Joy; Miss Casella’s “Laura and 
Petrarca” in coloured wax (1,949); Mr. 
Goscombe John’s ‘Portrait of a Lady” 
(1,936), a relief in copper gilt ; Mr. Pomeroy’s 
very fine bust of Miss Wackerman (1,956); 
Miss Rope’s silvered bronze panel of 
children dancing (1,974); Mr. Sargent’s 


“Design for Part of a Mural Decoration” 
(1,987); Mr. Armstead’s two fine portrait 
medallions in bronze, 2,004 and 2,018—the 
latter a portrait of the late G. P. Boyce, the 


artist; M. Cazin’s frame of silver medals 
(2,034) ; and Miss Rope’s two bronze door- 
plates * (2,046). Let us not forget also, as 
one of the prominent objects in the centre 
of the Lecture Room, the marble bust of the 
Queen by Mr. Onslow Ford—a masterpiece 
of fine and forcible work.

Institute on Monday night to do honour to 
the occasion of the presentation of the Royal 
Gold Medal to Mr. Bodley. The fact that 
Mr. Bodley has shown his appreciation of 
the honour byjoining the Institute, after having 
stood apart from it for many years, should be 
an extra inducement to give him a hearty 
welcome. Mr. Bodley, as a church archi- 
tect, represents the best traditions of the 
Gothic revival, and has carried out churches 
which, in their refinement of treatment, have 
in some cases almost the interest of original 
Medizval work; while in various secular 
buildings he has handled what is called Free 
Classic with equal refinement. In awarding 
the Gold Medal to him the Institute will 
have the sympathy, we imagine, of all parties 
in the profession (‘‘ or art”) of architecture. 





_ THE question put to the First 
South Kensing- Commissioner of Works on 
Tuesday by Captain Norton, as 
to the proposed one-story gallery across the 
inner quadrangle of South Kensington 
Museum, which, he said, “would greatly 
detract from the architectural beauty of the 
buildings,” entirely ignores the real point of 
the matter, which has a most important 
bearing on the plan of the completed build- 
ing. Without this corridor, the internai lines 
of communication of the plan will be very 
circuitous and rather bewildering to visitors. 
The proposed corridor will furnish a central 
route from the front entrance to the central 
point of the existing buildings, and it will, 
moreover, give an internal effect which will 
more than compensate for breaking the unity 
of the lower story (only) of the quadrangle. 
The objectors have evidently not studied the 
plan, and do not understand the importance 
of the central corridor in regard to plan. 
The request to the First Commissioner “ to 
consult with other authorities on archi- 
tecture as to the effect which this 
gallery would have on the quadrangle” 
seems rather an impertinence to Mr. Aston 
Webb, who understands the requirements of 
the plan better than any one else, and who 
would be the last person to wish to introduce 
any disturbing feature into the existing 
building except to gain a more important 
improvement. Ifthe central corridor is not 
allowed to be added now, it will probably be 
found that it will have to be added later on, 
for the convenience of the public. 





THE volume of the Monu- 
Tye Serowesls ments et Mémoires (Fonda- 

tion Eugéne Piot) just issued 
(Vol v., 1899) should interest an unusually 
wide circle of artists and connoisseurs. It 
publishes in full the; magnificent collection 
of silver cups, plates, &c., already famous 
under the name of the Boscoreale treasure. 
The Boscoreale silver plate is now safely 
enshrined in the}museum of the Louvre, 





thanks to the munificence of a patriotic 





millionaire, M. le Baron Edmond de Roths- 
child. It was on Easter Eve, April 13, of 
1895, that the treasure came to light at 
Boscoreale. The excavations there had 
been practically concluded, the workmen 
had just been paid for the week, and the 
following week were to be dismissed. The 
plan of the cellar had been fully made out, 
but just before leaving they decided to clear 
out a well full of débris. One of the men 
went down the well and came up hastily, 
pretending to be ill from the bad air. The 
fact was he had lighted on the treasure and 
desired to keep it secret. It is owing to his 
presence of mind that the “treasure” was 
safely smuggled out of Italy and reached 
the Louvre. On May 23 it was offered for 
purchase to the Louvre at a price of 
500,000 fr. (20,000/.). The Conseil des 
Musées could only offer 10,000/., and gave 
up all hope. On June 22 a telegram was 
received stating that M. Edmond de Roth- 
schild had bought the “treasure” and pre- 
sented it tothe Louvre. The “treasure” is 
now exposed in a special case in the centre of 
the Salle des Bijoux antiques. Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild’s example was 
happily followed by other amateurs into 
whose hands scattered specimens of the 
Boscoreale treasure had come. Mr. E. P. 
Warren, an American collector, Count 
Tysykiewicz and two Italian antiquaries 
generously gave up specimens they had 
obtained. The only missing fragment is 
now the head of a woman which had 
been violently wrenched from a phiale in 
ancient times. This head is in the British 
Museum. For particulars of this unique 
collection of silver plate we must refer 
our readers to the thirty fine plates of the 
“‘Monuments et Mémoires.’ The plates are 
accompanied by a full commentary, which 
will not, however, be complete till the next 
number.

Ir is to be hoped that the 
St Dunstan-in- proposed building up of this 

church, which forms so con- 
spicuous and interesting an object in Fleet- 
street, will be prevented. There can be no 
doubt that the present aspect of the tower, 
seen standing out from the church and with 
an open space on each side of it, will be 
entirely spoiled by building up close against 
it so as to leave only its front exposed. Its 
present appearance forms one of those 
picturesque incidents which here and there 
relieve the London streets, and which seem 
to be regarded by many people only as 
waste space which might be remuneratively 
filled up. At this rate all the picturesque 
element remaining in London will soon be 
wiped out. 





Ir is interesting to hear that 
Our Manufactur- Sir Chih Chen, the Chinese 
with China.

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powers to commence a competitive supply in 
the City is in the interest both of consumers 
and of ratepayers. The City Company has 
neither managed to keep up with the 
demands made on it nor given its consumers 
the benefit of the economies effected by 
improved apparatus and systems of distri- 
bution. At times of heavy load the plant 
was overloaded and all the lamps burned 
dimly. The charge, too, of eightpence a 
unit was excessive. When competition 
was threatened the price was reduced, and a 
further reduction to sixpence a unit was 
promised from January 1 next. Their pro- 
mises, however, came too late, and the 
Board of Trade has sanctioned competition. 
The Charing Cross and Strand Company 
has power to charge up to fivepence per 
unit for general lighting purposes, which is 
reducible by a sliding scale to nearly four- 
pence per unit. For power threepence per 
unit will be charged until a certain amount 
has been consumed, and then twopence per 
unit will be charged for all consumed in 
excess of this amount. Sir Courtenay 
Boyle has invented a new method of stating 
a sliding scale, which, whatever its merits, 
may well puzzle even electricians. He 
says that the charge per quarter will be 
fivepence per unit for any amount 
up to the number obtained by divid- 
ing the number of watts in the maxi- 
mum power demanded by ten, and four- 
pence per unit above this. We work out 
that this means that the charge will be five- 
pence a unit up to the number that would be 
consumed by the maximum number of lamps 
ever burning at one time, if they were alight 
on an average for sixty-six minutes every 
day in the quarter, and fourpence per unit 
above this. The Charing Cross Company is 
bound to erect a generating station in the 
City within two years, and at the end of 
fourteen years the City Corporation will have 
the option of purchasing it. There is plenty 
of work for both companies to do in the City, 
and the older company has the advantage of 
being already connected on to the most 
profitable consumers. 





THE results of a number of 
tests carried out during the 
year 1898 in Austria have been 
published by K. Berger. Most of the tests 
were made in accordance with the directions 
issued by the Architects’ and Engineers’ 
Union of Austria. Of twenty-six Portland 
cements, only two failed to satisfy the tensile 
strength test at seven days after gauging, 
and only one the compression test. More 
than half of the nineteen Roman cements, 
however, failed to satisfy the conditions of 
the tensile strength test at seven days, 
although after four weeks only one-fourth 
failed in tensile strength, and one-third in 
resistance to compression.

ie, THE inquiry into the powers of 
Gas Inquiry, Charge by the metropolitan gas 
companies by a Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons is nearing 
Its conclusion, for the witness who followed 
Mr. Livesey is Mr. W. J. Field, the secre- 
tary and general manager to the Gas Light 
= Coke Company. Mr. Field admitted 
— owing to the clause which compels the 
ps Light and Coke Company to sell gas in 
elr district south of the Thames at the 
Same price as the South Metropolitan Com- 
pany, the former company sold their gas last 





year on the south side at nearly 13d. per 
1,000 cubic feet below cost price, the total loss 
amounting to 5,7597. As, however, his com- 
pany sells only 953 million cubic feet on the 
south side, and sells 20,000 million cubic 
feet on the north side of the Thames, the 
loss of 5,759/., added to the price of gas on 
the north side, represents an increase of only 
0'07d. per 1,000 cubic feet. But this district 
on the south, which is apparently of little 
value in the unskilful hands of the Gas 
Light and Coke Company, would yield a 
handsome profit if given to the South 
Metropolitan Company, and under the cir- 
cumstances it is not surprising that some of 
the members of the Committee pointed out 
to Mr. Field that it would evidently be an 
advantage to the Gas Light and Coke 
Company if they were relieved from the 
necessity of supplying gas south of the 
Thames. The suggested transfer might 
enable South Metropolitan prices to be 
reduced still lower, but would not cause a 
reduction of $d. per 1,000 cubic feet in the 
price of gas north of the Thames. 





THE London County Council 
sg aes have made an order agreeing to 
.the : formation of a new 
thoroughfare for foot-traffic between Bow- 
street and Drury-lane, which will absorb 
Martlet-court, most of the occupiers wherein 
are already served with “notices to quit.” 
Martlet-court, formerly Martlet’s-row, had 
been a favourite quarter of actors in the last 
century, and could boast of many celebrated 
residents. Amongst them we may mention 
John Mills, who died there in December, 1736, 
and was buried in the St. Martin-in-the-Fields 
graveyard, Quin, the two Cibbers, and others 
supporting his pall; * Hull, stage manager at 
Covent Garden Theatre, and founder of the 
Theatrical Fund; Suett, the comedian, who 
on the stage was the very personification of 
fatuous whimsicality ; Shuter, at No. 2, in 
1756; Thomas Dibdin ; O’Keefe, the drama- 
tic author, in or about 1780; and, it is said, 
Harriet Mellon, who afterwards married 
Thomas Coutts, the banker. The adjacent 
Crown-court, upon the Bedford Estate, is to 
be extended, for foot-traffic, in a similar 
way. 





The Shet- THE annual Report of the 
donian Theatre, Curator of the Sheldonian 

Oxford. = Theatre embodies a statement, 
made upon Professor A. H. Church’s 
authority, which goes to show that the 
pictures upon canvas, in the ceiling, are in a 
very sorry condition, and need speedy atten- 
tion. They were painted by Robert 
Streater (1624-1680), appointed serjeant- 
painter at the Restoration, who also executed 
some paintings for the chapel at All Souls’ 
College. Pepys records in his diary, 
February 1, 1668-9, his visit, with Danckers, 
to Streater’s studio in London, where, he 
says :— 

“TI found him and Dr. Wren and several virtuosos 
looking upon the paintings which he is making for 
the new theatre at Oxford .. . . they will certainly 
be very noble ; and Iam mightily pleased to have 
the fortune to see this man and his work, which is 
very famous, And he a very civil little man, and 
lame, but lives very handsomely.” 

The paintings, which have been thrice 
restored since, were set up in readiness for 
the opening of the theatre—one of Wren’s 
first public buildings—in July, 1669. The 
theatre was begun in 1664, at the charges of

Archbishop Sheldon, who defrayed the cost 
of the fabric, 12,470/., and endowed it with a 
maintenance fund of 2,000/., the surplus to 
be applied to the building of a printing- 
house. The work of the University Press 
was carried on in the space beneath the 
roof until the completion of Sir John 
Vanbrugh’s printing offices, erected (1711-3) 
with the profits of the sale of Lord Claren- 
don’s “History of the Rebellion,’ of 
which his son had presented the copy- 
right to the University. The roof, by Wren, 
having become decayed in 1800 was replaced 
with another of different design and without 
the oval dormer windows shown in old 
prints, and in the books issued therefrom by 
the University Press. It is said that Wren 
based his plans upon those of Julius Czesar’s 
Theatre at Rome which Augustus dedicated 
to the memory of his nephew, Marcellus, 
and which had a capacity of more than 
twenty thousand spectators. Dallaway states 
in his “Anecdotes” that Wren owed the 
idea of the roof, 70 ft. by So ft., to Serlio, 
and Dr. Wallis, whose plan was given to the 
Royal Society. 





. THE portraits by M. Benjamin- 
Portraits by 7 
M. Benjamin Constant, now on view at the 
Constant. Society of Fine Arts Gallery, 
are of peculiar interest not only as examples 
of the work of one of the first French 
painters of the day, but also as showing 
a system of giving special treatment to a 
portrait in consonance with the character 
and individuality of the sitter. The style is 
in general somewhat hard, and there is 
rather an ad captandum glitter about some 
of them which we do not like, but 
the speciality of treatment is very re- 
markable. The bust portrait of the Duchess 
of Mecklenburg, a bright-looking blonde, 
is set amid a scheme of bright colour, with a 
classic marble colonnade, indicated rather 
than painted, forming part of the background. 
The full-length of M. Paul Sohége (which we 
have seen before in the Salon) is a prosaic 
representation of a society man—a likeness 
simply, and nothing more; while the intel- 
lectual head of the Comte Henri Delaborde, 
in the green-sprigged uniform of the 
Académie, is treated in a totally different 
style, much softer and broader in manner; 
this is one of the finest works in the room. 
In quite a different way again is that of Mdme. 
Emma Calvé ; essentially a theatrical portrait, 
representing a splendid-looking dark-haired 
woman ina sumptuous dressof crimson velvet ; 
the whole rather after the manner of Carolus- 
Duran. Then we have in others what may 
be called the portrait de /uxe, where rich 
costume is an important element, such as 
those of Mdme. Tourton and Princesse Rad- 
ziwild, the former bespangled with gold 
braid and jewellery, the latter in a rich 
black dress with a pearl necklace—and by 
the way, an almost impossible waist, 
approaching to that of the conventional 
fashion plate. We do not like either of 
these two last, though they represent pro- 
bably what the sitters or their friends valued 
most. But the collection as a whole is one 
that all who are interested in portraits should 
visit. 





THE collection of drawings of 
Jerusalem and Holy Land, by 
Mr. H. A. Harper, exhibited in 
the new room which the Fine Art Society 
have added to their gallery, may be said to 
be rather of topographical and religious

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interest than artistic; that is to say, the 
drawings as a set are remarkable not so much 
for effect and the treatment of landscape as 
for the obvious intention to give a correct 
representation of the scenes portrayed. 
This has its own interest, no doubt, but 
it is not exactly what one goes to an art exhi- 
bition for. The large view of “ Jerusalem ” 
at sunrise, however, is a fine and effective 
picture ; the curious pile of houses repre- 
senting Jaffa is characteristically treated, 
and it is interesting to see the sketch of the 
recently discovered cistern (rather than 
pool) between stone walls, which Jerusalem 
archzologists have no doubt in identifying 
as the Pool of Bethesda. Generally speak- 
ing, the style of the drawings is superior to 
what one often sees in topographical collec- 
tions of sketches; but the topographical 
interest nevertheless predominates.

TIMBER AND TIMBER STRUCTURES.* 


Part I.—THE MATERIAL OF CARPENTRY AND 
JOINERY. 

THE decay of an organised body is familiar 
to us. By an organised body, I mean one that 
has been alive. In an animal vitality prevents 
decay, except asa disease, but as soon as the 
animal is dead decay sets in, and proceeds, 
rapidly in some parts, slowly in others, The 
{lesh of an animal decays in a few days, the bones 
jast centuries. There are means of retarding 
the decay of the flesh, as you know, and means 
of hastening it. In a plant the vitality is lower, 
and decay during the life of the plant more often 
occurs, but in the main the condition of a tree is 
similar to that of an animal. There are parts 
in a piece of timber newly felled which are 
easily acted upon by the agencies that make 
for decay, and others that offer a long resist- 
ance, but these are intimately mixed together 
in the log of wood, and not so distinct as the 
flesh and the bones of a dead ox. 

The trunk of a tree may be compared to a 
great bundle of tubes, which make up the entire 
log. Within those tubes, which lie near the out- 
side, the circulation of the juice known as the 
sap, which rises in the spring and descends in 
the autumn, takes place. Those tubes nearer 
the heart of the tree have been squeezed 
together, and partly filled with resin and 
similar matter, and form a more or less com- 
pact mass which does not decay easily. The 
outer part, accordingly (the sap-wood), contains 
the part most ready to decay, and is not fit for 
use for many building purposes ; but the whole 
of the timber—sap and heart—is liable to 
d:cay if the conditions are sufficiently bad. 

The compound material known as vegetable 
albumen abounds in the sap and is present in 
the sap-wood, and it is easily affected by damp 
and heat. 

The albumen in the sap-wood is, perhaps, 
not the only material liable to decay, but it is 
the most prominent. When a tree is cut 
down in spring or autumn its pores are full of 
moisture ; if felled in winter, and, I believe, in 
midsummer, it is less moist, but there is always 
a good deal of moisture. If the timber is 
exposed to the atmosphere the air will 
gradually dry up the moisture ; if it is exposed 
to water the water will gradually dissolve out 
the albumen ; and each of these processes is 
called seasoning. The smaller the scantling of 
the timber, the more readily will it part with 
its moisture ; and for purposes where well- 
seasoned timber is required, the timber, after 
being squared, is stored in sheds protected 
from the direct rays of the sun (which pro- 
mote cracks) and protected from rain, and yet 
open to the air, the logs not lying absolutely 
on one another, but separated by fillets of 
wood to allow the air free access all round. 
This is called natural seasoning. It is a slow 
process, but it has to be used for all timber 
intended for joiners’ work, and for some of 
that intended for carpentry. 

A good deal of the timber intended for 
carpentry is kept in water, and though it is not 
dried the albumen is more or less washed out

course on carpentry and joinery, intended for candidates 
preparing for the midsummer examination in these subjects 
established by the Carpenters’ Company, 


of it. Sometimes, indeed, for this purpose logs 
are chained down under water. When 
actually brought on to the job or taken into the 
yard, timber out of a timber pond wants drying. 
The proper thing to do is to cut it as soon 
as possible into the scartlings and lengths 
required, and then to stack in the way I have 
described that the air may season it. 

Seasoning is not merely drying. If that were 
so the wood could be baked and the end 
accomplished quickly ; but though drying is no 
doubt part of the process it seems pretty certain 
that in order to be seasoned the timber must 
part with some of the material in its pores, or 
else that material must solidify, or else some 
antiseptic material must be introduced. 

“The most effectual way to preserve good 
timber,” says Mr. Laslett in his valuable book 
on timber, “is to partially season it in as 
natural a way as possible before working it up, 
and to give it that protection when brought 
into use which all other materials require to 
keep them from perishing. It should not be 
too soon varnished, painted, or coated with any 
preservative compound whatever, but be 
allowed to undergo after conversion a further 
short process of natural seasoning before this is 
done. Its durability will thus be ensured much 
more effectually than if desiccating, charring, or 
some other rapid process of seasoning has 
been resorted to for the sake of bringing it 
into earlier use after being fitted.” 

Mr. Laslett estimates the time required for 
natural seasoning as follows :—

Artificial methods of seasoning are in use, 
and McNeil’s method I have seen in use at 
Messrs. Cubitt’s, in Gray's Inn-road. Here the 
timber is enclosed in a cylinder; a furnace 
is kept burning at one end and the chimney is 
at the other, so that hot air and smoke are con- 
stantly passing over the timber from end to 
end, and there is water on the floor of the 
chamber which is constantly passing off in 
steam. The timber is thus in an atmosphere of 
hot, damp, smoky air, and three weeks of this 
treatment is said to suffice for timber of con- 
siderable scantling. The authorities state that 
all timber seasoned in these artificial ways be- 
comes softer, which makes it easier to work 
but probably is accompanied by a loss of 
strength. 

The air seasoning of deals and battens is to 
be seen going on in timber-yards everywhere. 
They are generally stacked level with fillets 
between the boards. Sometimes they are 
stacked sloping against a horizontal bar, but 
in any case it is essential that the air have free 
play ‘all round them and very desirable that 
they be shielded from sunshine and from rain. 

Pray remember that it is never safe to 
attempt to season sap-wood in any of these 
ways. For the construction of good buildings 
the sap-wood must be removed and the heart 
only made use of. 

The result of seasoning is that the timber 
shrinks slightly, that it becomes lighter, 
that it increases very markedly in strength, and 
that, under reasonably favourable circum- 
stances, it is safe not to decay. 

Artificial modes of seasoning are employed 
on timber intended for railway sleepers which 
are not available for building timber. Sleepers 
which have to lie on the earth are often 
treated with creosote, a material distilled from 
coal tar, very antiseptic—that is to say, decay- 
resisting —smelling very strongly of tar, black 
in colour. In various ways it is attempted to 
force this into the pores of the timber, and 
though it does not seem easy to send it 
through the whole log, it is easy to fill the 
outside pores. This is generally done by 
putting the timber into a great iron cylinder, 
pumping out the air, and then letting the 
creosote in when the empty pores admit it. 

The smell, of course, makes creosoting im- 
proper for timber used in a building, so other 
materials, such as a solution of corrosive subli- 
mate, are occasionally employed, and among 
the methods which depend upon injecting 
chemicals into the pores of the timber attention 
has been directed to the one employed by the 
Non-Flammable Wood Company, which is said 
to render timber so far incombustible that it 





will not flame, though the company do not 





claim that it will not char if exposed to a 
flame. If it turn out that this treatment wil] 
make deal and pine wood, which is so conye. 
nient a material for the purposes of the builder 
a fire-resisting material, and at moderate cost’ 
it will be an immense boon ; but the matter 
has hardly got, in England at least, far beyond 
the experimental stage yet, though it is claimed 
that the material is in actual use in America, 
We have, however, by the courtesy of the com. 
pany, some specimens in the room, and can 
test their behaviour here and now.* 

Timber, even though seasoned and put into 
a damp place, is liable to absorb moisture 
which causes it to swell and twist, and if it ig 
kept exposed todamp for a sufficeint time decay 
will follow. But, short of decay, the effect of 
moisture on well-seasoned wood, especially on 
joinery, is bad. The surface of wood that is 
likely to be exposed to changes of damp and 
dry air is accordingly protected by paint to 
keep the damp air from getting access to the 
pores of the wood ; and if we desire not to 
paint, oiling, varnishing, treating with French 
polish, or rendering with pitch or tar are 
methods of closing up the cut surface of the 
wood more or less effectually ; and this is the 
chief reason for painting joiners’ work. The 
same object is proposed tin the American 
preparation now before you. In extremely 
dry climates—for example, in Switzerland— 
you will find that itis not customary to paint or 
varnish woodwork to protect it, experience 
having shown that it is not needful, and much 
of the unpainted joinery has been exposed for 
many years, and is in good condition. 

There are situations where timber is specially 
exposed. The butts of the posts in a timber 
fence are examples. It is customary to char 
these in a fire, and something of an impervious 
layer of carbonised wood is in this way secured 
to protect the timber from the effects of the 
moisture. It is possible also that charring 
may be of use in another way, to which I will 
direct attention immediately, by actually killing 
the seeds of fungus. 

Suppose a piece of timber decays. What 
happens? I have already referred to the de- 
composition of any albumen there may be, and 
itis pretty certain that this becomes at once 
the soil in which low forms of life begin 
to flourish. They may be fungi of some sort. 
They may be bacteria. They will probably be 
both. But they will slowly appropriate to 
themselves not only the albumen most suitable 
for them, but almost everything else in the 
pores of the timber, leaving the bundle of 
empty tubes. In other words, the wood be- 
comes light, spongy, and even will ultimately 
fall into powder, while it has lost all its 
strength. Old bond-timber taken out of walls 
shows this condition very markedly. The pro- 
cess seems in many cases to go on very slowly. 
It is prevented by a moderate circulation of 
air, and it can be checked and delayed by 
letting in air. This, which is most properly 
called decay, is commonly known as wet rot, 
and inasmuch as it is started by dampness 
more than by anything else, the term is not 
inappropriate. 

Dry Rot. 

There is, however, a different aspect of decay 
in timber which is very formidable indeed, and 
is known by the name of dry rot. This name 
is not appropriate, for the dry rot appears, just 
as ordinary decay does, in positions when the 
timber is damp and no air gets to it. Dry rot 
is not a gradual decay, but a galloping con- 
sumption. It is rapid, it is complete, and it 18 
apparently irresistible. It mostly begins in 
sap-wood, occurs in unventilated floors, 18 
sometimes set up in boarded floors under 
kamptulicons and floorcloth, occurs in wood that 
has been painted when green, has been known 
to be started by pugging, and will, in any case, 
when once started, spread with frightful 
rapidity. 

Dry rot is distinguished by the presence of 
a malignant fungus, which does the mischicl 
Signs of its presence are rusty rings roun 
nail-heads, cracks in timber across the grain, 4 
blistered appearance in the paint, mildew, fine 
long fibres forming a kind of network ; po 
thick, smooth fungus like the back of a musr 
room of various colours, as white, greyls” 
white, violet, yellowish-brown, or rich brown; 
disagreeable acrid smell ; till the timber loses 
all solidity and is rapidly destroyed. fi 

Dry rot spreads with great speed, like a or 
When it occurs all wood affected must be 
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d with success in 





* Some simple experiments were trie 
the lecture-room, 
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out at once; all liable to be tainted or suspi- 
cious should be washed repeatedly with a 
solution of corrosive, sublimate—I oz. to a 
gallon of water—and air must be admitted 
freely. There does not seem to be any dif- 
ference traceable between the conditions that 
produce dry rot and those that produce the 
slower and less malignant decay or wet rot, 
and one may conclude that the accidental 
presence of the seeds of one of the sorts of 
fungus which appear when an.attack of dry 
rot takes place is the: principal, perhaps: the 
cnly, reason why this scourge shows itself in 
one place and not in another. 


Part II.—TIMBER BUILDING. 


If now we suppose some such. fabric as a 
stout quarter partition, well framed and 
braced, but without the studding, to be set up 
as the framework of an external wall, and to 
be boarded, or weather boarded, or covered 
with wood shingles outside, we have arrived at 
a suitable wall for a plain specimen of what 
forms the subject of the second part of our 
programme.—(Wooden Buildings). 

Persons whose experience is chiefly in 
London have few opportunities of seeing 
wooden buildings, because they are contrary 
to the provisions of the Building Act; but I 
should remind you that the various railway 
companies who are exempt from those pro- 
visions which refer to the erection of buildings, 
make use of wooden buildings frequently, and 
in the country even more freely than in 
London. 

At Reading I lately witnessed the demolition 
of part of the old Great Western station there, 
built of wood, and now replaced by a stoneand 
brick building, on a different site. These 
wooden buildings must have been standing for 
more than fifty years, and did not seem, as 
they were being pulled down, by any means 
worn out. 

In country places, in the Colonies, and 
wherever the laws or by-laws in force permit, 
I am of opinion that wooden buildings are 
better for temporary purposes than the very 
flimsy structures which we call iron buildings. 
These are mostly weak wooden frames 
covered with corrugated iron, and after a very 
few years are found to be beginning to need 
repairs and renewals, and a well-built wooden 
building, if kept painted outside, may be 
expected to outlast two—if not three—corru- 
gated iron ones. 

The liability to destruction by fire is pretty 
much the same in both cases. An iron build- 
ing blazes up if it is set on fire as much as a 
wooden one does, and I am not sure that the 
frank confession which a wooden building 
makes of its being combustible is not useful as 
awarning to the people who make use of it. 

Wooden houses of this sort are very much 


‘ used and are liked in North America, where 


timber is very plentiful. A Mr. Moore, in a 
clever little book on “ The House Practical,” 
gives an account from which, and from other 
sources I will give some account of these 
buildings. 

Mr. Moore says that it is the generally 
accepted opinion that the healthiest dwelling- 
house for the climate of America is a timber 
house and especially if near the sea shore. 
The summer temperature in America is, it is 
understood, higher than in England, and the 
winters are severe, so that if this good opinion 
is generally entertained it shows that a wooden 
house can be made tolerably weather-proof. 
It ought, however, to be added that it is the 
invariable practice to employ a_ heating 
apparatus to warm the house (usually by hot 
air) in addition to fireplaces in the rooms. 

The structure of the outer walls of these 
houses is framed with corner posts extending 
from the sill or plate which is bedded on a 
brick or masonry dwarf wall to a plate at the 
top of the building. There are two modes of 
completing the framework, the best is what 
they calla braced frame ; the other, a balloon 
frame. In a braced frame, a plate to which 
the name of girt is given is framed into the 
Corner posts at the level of each floor. Some 
of those plates or girts, namely, those upon 
which the floor-joists are to rest, are placed at 
a rather lower level than those parallel to such 
Joists, and to these the name of “dropped 
= 1S given, on account of their being fixed 
ower. At each angle made between the 
corner post and a floor-plate, short braces are 
introduced above and below to stiffen the 
i some diagonal braces are added in the 
‘onger lengths of framing, and then the remain- 
M§ spaces are filled with upright studding, 


much as in an English quarter partition. The 
framing and studding of each story is thus, in 
effect, distinct. The chief difference between 
this and what it would be customary to do in 
England is in the insistence upon angle-ties, 
which are to be mortised and tenoned and 
pinned with hard wood pins. The timbers 
are to be “draw-bored” to receive the pins, 
which means that the hole bored through the 
tenon and the cheeks of the mortise do not 
quite coincide, and in consequence driving the 
pin home tends to draw the timbers. tight 
together at the joint. , 

The other, and less strong, method is to 
form what they call a balloon frame. In this 
framing there are angle posts as before, but not 
girts, and all the studs are long timbers ex- 
tending from cill to roof-plate. Timbers to 
perform the office of plates carrying joists are 
then spiked to the studs on the inside, or else 
are let into sinkings cut in the posts and studs, 
and the floor joists bear upon these plates. 
The framework is to be braced by long struts 
and interties, which, in the absence of precise 
information, I must presume are planted on 
the back or inner side of the studding. 

It will be obvious that the first method pro- 
vides for framing up to each floor, the second 
erects the walls from cill to plate, and then 
picks up the floors almost as if they were an 
afterthought. 

The framework, whichever method has been 
followed, is now to be covered with its outer 


covering, and for this purpose it is first boarded | ° 


with boarding in narrow widths (preferably not 
over 6in. wide), grooved and tongued and 
wrought on one side ; sometimes this boarding, 
which they term the sheathing, is fixed hori- 
zontally, sometimes diagonally. ‘“On_ this 
outer sheathing should be fastened,” says my 
authority, “ a heavy quality of building-paper 
nailed with tin washers.” I presume this 
building-paper is something the same as our 
Willesden paper. It is otherwise described as 
heavy “ rosin-sized”” building-paper—“ not tar- 
paper ’—and tin washers not less than % in. 
in diameter are specified to be used with the 
fasteners. 

Portions of the exterior may be faced with 
weather-boarding—here called clap-boards— 
but all the important part is to be covered with 
shingles, the thin slabs of hard wood which we 
sometimes employ for spires. The American 
writer recommends cedar to be used for the 
shingles ; they are to be 16 in., of uniform size, 
“ plane butts,” clear of knots and cross-grain, 
and nailed with two galvanised nails in each 
shingle, “5 in. to the weather.” This would, 
I believe, correspond to what we should calla 
lap of 6 in. 

The roof may also bea shingle roof, with a 
sheathing of boarding covered with paper, like 
that on the walls, only that the roof shingles 
are specified to be nailed to fillets correspond- 
ing to our slate battens, in order to get a circu- 
lation of air between the shingles and the 
boarding behind them. The roofs otherwise 
may be slated on the boarding. The shingles 
may be either sawn or split. If sawn, they are 
most uniform in thickness; if split, most 
durable. 

The finish of the internal face of both walls 
and ceilings is to be lathing and plastering, 
but it is recommended that either the spaces 
between the studs be filled with broken brick 
in mortar—like our brick-nogged partitions— 
or that a layer of rough plastering on laths on 
fillets be introduced in the middle of the par- 
tition. The American name for this, which in 
England is known as “ deafening,” appears to 
be “ back-plastering.” Mr. Moore very strongly 
deprecates the use of boarded ceilings, which 
it appears are customary, as dangerous in case 
of fire. The use of woodwork, in the shape of 
boarding and panelling, as an internal finish 
in place of plastering, is not even alluded to by 
him. It is common in wooden houses in 
Switzerland. 

The scantlings of a good many of these 
timbers are given in the specification, and, on 
the whole, they are what we should consider 
rather light for timber in similar situations. 

My American authority is fully alive to the 
risk of fire in a building of this nature, and’not 
a few wholesome precautions are suggested 
and specified. The fireplaces, chimney stacks, 
and chimneys are of brickwork, and the timber 
are to be trimmed so as to avoid all contact 
with them, and all the flues are to be enclosed 
in 9 in. of brickwork. Precautions with regard 
to the hot-air apparatus, furnace-tubes, inlets, 
&c., I hardly need go into. 





At each story the space opposite the joists, 


a a 


and for a short distance up each external wall, 
is to be filled in solid between all timbers with 
brickwork or mortar, or with mortar with a 
portion of plaster of Paris to harden it, and this 
filling in is to be plastered on bothfaces. This 
is for a fire-stop. Metallic lathing is suggested 
for the ceilings, and some description of fire- 
proof pugging between the floor and the 
ceilings. 

It is also directed that the landings of the 
staircases ‘are to have solid pugging between 
the joists that carry them, and that the spaces 
between the carriages of the same be closed at 
intervals of 3 ft. by fire-stops of some incom- 
bustible material, so as to prevent the possibility 
of the space between the back of the plastered 
soffits and the treads and risers acting as a flue 
to convey flames. 

It appears to be intended that all external 
woodwork except the shingles shall be painted 
and the shingles either left with the actual 
surface and colour or stained. 

Much such a construction as I have been 
describing, only more simple, would be of great 
use for the erection of agricultural cottages, 
stabling, and other buildings in parts of Eng- 
land where timber is cheap, and stone or brick 
not readily accessible. I am afraid that the by- 
laws of almost all the sanitary authorities 
created now in the country will prevent this 
being much done in the future, but here and 
there an opportunity of building wooden 
structures of this class occurs. 

I now propose to say something about other 
kinds of wooden structures, those, in fact, which 
begin from the log hut. 

In all countries where pines and cedars grow 
plentifully—that is to say, where trees which 
produce a timber that is straight and is easily 
worked, abound (in other words, in Switzer- 
land, Norway, Sweden, and other parts of North 
Europe, and in the Himalayas and elsewhere in 
India)—timber is a favourite material for 
building, and what one may call Jog walls 
constantly occur. In Japan timber is largely 
used on account of the frequency of earth- 
quakes, which throw down stone walls more 
readily than timber ones, but without attempt- 
ing to describe the buildings in those remote 
countries I must say a word or two about those 
of Switzerland, a country which, thanks to 
excursions and Cook’s tickets, is within easy 
reach. 

No small part of the pleasure of a walk 
through the Bernese Oberland of Switzerland, 
for any one with an eye to good buildings, is 
due to the picturesque beauty of the timber- 
built houses known as chalets. They stand 
mostly on a foundation of rough masonry, and 
their walls are formed of logs of fir dressed 
so as to lie close one atop of another, and 
halved at the angles. The buildings are wide 
and low. The roofs overhang the walls at the 
sides a long way, and are thrown forward at 
the gables also on corbels of great strength, so 
as to shelter the walls ; and charming balconies 
or verandahs are thrown out at the front and 
sides. The colour of the woodwork is gene- 
rally very beautiful—a rich reddish amber is 
what is mostly seen, though some old houses 
become in time very dark indeed in colour. 
In these buildings, the art of building as 
practised in Europe long ago still lingers. 

The enrichments and ornaments of these 
houses are often of great beauty. Bands of 
delicately-carved ornament, pierced panels, 
pretty balconies, with good carving in the 
brackets and the balustrades, abound, and the 
barge-boards of the great gables are often very 
well ornamented. Not infrequently an in- 
scription records, the date of the building and 
the name of the worthy who caused it to be 
put up and that of his wife. Sometimes a text 
of Scripture, or a short prayer, or a quaint 
adage accompanies these, and I remember 
one in very crabbed German, the sense of 
which may be given in English much as 
follows : 

“ Who builds upon the public way 
Must let the public say their say. 
I have built myself to please, 
And you can blame me at your ease.”’ 


The joints of these log-walls are carefully 
caulked with moss, and there is an inner lining 
of wood panelling or boarding. In Sweden, 
where the same sort of walling is largely em- 
ployed, they slightly hollow the under side of 
each timber, and leave the natural curve of the 
wood on the upper side, so as to lodge them 
more tightly on each other, the timber being 
adzed down to a thickness of about 5 in. 

In the Swiss timber houses when a cross- 








wall occurs the ends of the timber project in 
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the front, as the logs forming the external 
walls are halved where it occurs. In Sweden 
this sometimes occurs. At other times timbers 
are halved at the angles of the building, and 
connected together by pegs of wood, and the 
broad end of one log is placed under the 
narrow end of the other, alternately. They 
sometimes set up stout angle posts with deep 
grooves in them, and form the walls of hori- 
zontal timbers, thinner than would be used for 
an ordinary log-wall, and carefully thinned at 
the ends to run in the grooves. They also 
sometimes use timbers placed vertically instead 
of horizontally. This seems to have been the 
case in Great Britain also (as Sir Gilbert Scott in 
his lectures describes). According to him a 
timber church, of considerable age, still stands, 
or stood a few years ago, at Greenstead, in 
Essex, of which the walls are built of stout 
logs, fixed vertically, with the original round 
face outside, though squared inside, and where 
they touch each other. 

In Switzerland a very flat pitch and a surface 
unbroken by dormers and not disturbed by hips 
always occurs. The effect is one of breadth, not 
of height. In those Swedish and Norwegian 
buildings which aim at architectural effect—in 
the timber churches, for example—it is worth 
noting that exactly the opposite principle is 
adopted. The buildings are lofty, and are 
made to look lofty by the employment of steep 
sloping roofs and hips, and no better illustra- 
tion can be given of the possibility of arriving 
at architectural success in the use of the same 
material by methods diametrically opposed to 
one another. 

The kind of house which J have been de- 
scribing is not, however, the only sort into 
which the employment of timber enters. 
Throughout our own country, France, Ger- 
many, and some other European countries, the 
kind of structure known as a half-timbered 
building was for many centuries universal, and 
it is largely in use now. By this title is meant 
a framework of timber filled in with plaster- 
ing or masonry, or even tile work. 

Very few English half-timbered buildings 
of great age remain. There are a few very 
old ones in French remote towns, and very 
picturesque they are. The early houses usually 
had side-walls of masonry and a gable to the 
street. Some of them are represented and 
described in the remarkable dictionary of 
Viollet le Duc. In some cases the scantlings 
are given by him, They do not seem very 
heavy, plates and posts being about 7 in. by 
7in. ; but the total amount of timber is very 
great, as the timbers are very close together. 
The first floor overhung the ground floor con- 
siderably, but the joists ran parallel to the line 
of the front and are supported on the two 
party-walls and on one bressummer running 
from back to front and supported at the front 
by a stout post and by a carved bracket. The 
second floor, when there was one, might or 
might not overhang the first floor, but the roof 
almost always overhangs considerably. 

Viollet le Duc gives in some detail the mor- 
tises and tenons and other joints employed in 
the example he illustrates. They are very 
elaborate, and, as he remarks, resemble those 
of a piece of joinery or shipbuilding. 

Soon more skilful construction, and with 
more economy of material, came to be adopted, 
and the joists were often carried from front 
to back, instead of from side to side; but 
as far as my own observation goes, even 
when this is done, and when a story over- 
hangs, the French builders did not show the 
joists as English carpenters, I think, preferred 
todo. The lower story post was framed into 
a deep head. The joists rested on this and 
were tenoned into a timber, which forms the 
plate for the upper framing, but the soffit of 
the joists is often covered bya third piece intro- 
duced more for ornamént than use. The 
salient angle of all these is stop-chamfered or 
stop-moulded, and the effect is extremely rich 
and good. This method is not perhaps always 
pursued, but I have seen a good many examples 
of it, and it results in an effect so different 
from the appearance of English buildings which 
overhang that I feel it ought to be pointed out. 
During and after the fourteenth century the 
framing of timber houses was done with 
timber of comparatively light scantling and 
became very ornamental. Asa rule the gable 


was turned to the street. The stories generally 
overhang, sometimes to a considerable extent, 
and in the best examples the prominent timbers 
are carved or enriched, sometimes with little 
pedestals and canopies and statues. The gable 
is often treated very skilfully with’ an ofna- 
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mental barge-board ; and where there is no 
gable a large and often beautiful dormer 
window takes its place as an architectural 
feature. In the fifteenth century, as people 
became more luxurious, these timber houses 
had wider frontages and several stories. It 
then became the custom to make the windows 
numerous and small, for it is impossible to 
avoid a certain amount of play under the 
alternations of hot and cold and the pressure 
of high winds in these great framings. This 
play, distributed among a number of small 
frames and casements, is less sensible than 
where there are only a small number of 
windows of greater dimension. Frequent 
cross-bracing and excellently-executed joints 
—_ also relied upon to keep the structure 
stiff. 

Almost throughout the French examples the 
timbers employed are straight, with the excep- 
tion of corbels and brackets and sometimes 
barge-boards. In England, on the other hand, 
frequent use is made of curved timber. Our 
habits as ship-builders may have to do with 
this, but I am inclined to attribute it to the 
quality of the timber available—chestnut—and 
especially the timber of small trees, which were 
chiefly employed in France for this sort of 
work, runs tolerably straight. Oak, which was 
the chief English timber, furnishes, with its 
gnarled and twisted branches, a great deal of 
curved timber not available for many purposes, 
but excellently fitted to form the curved struts 
which so often add to the beauty of our com- 
paratively simple English framing, less often 
enriched with mouldings, carving, and statues 
than in France. 

Among English examples, the halls in 
Cheshire and Lancashire were some of them 
important country houses, and the interiors, or, 
at any rate, parts of them, are extremely good ; 
but I have thought it sufficient for our present 
purpose to confine myself to the exteriors. 

There is no room to doubt that timber-framed 
buildings were in use—in common use—in this 
country in very early times. Ancient descrip- 
tions of buildings and pictures in early books 
show this. Of the many buildings of Saxon 
and Early Norman times, only the most sturdy 
have survived to the present day; in other 
words, only the best built stone ones. But some 
even of these give indirect evidence of the 
prevalence of timber construction. The 
famous Saxon tower of Earls Barton Church is 
covered with projecting strips, some vertical, 
like posts, some sloping, like struts, which pre- 
cisely imitate the ornamentation of a timber- 
framing. 

There are, however, a few examples of very 
respectable antiquity, and a great many that 
go back to the seventeenth, the sixteenth, and 
the fifteenth centuries. This kind of building 
was, no doubt, common in all towns. Specimens 
remain in most of those towns which were 
early established and have not undergone a 
complete and radical rebuilding. I have seen 
such, for example, in Chester, in Gloucester, in 
Worcester, in Tewkesbury, in Coventry, in 
Exeter, in Norwich, in Shrewsbury, and in 
Ipswich—and it would be easy to add to this 
list of towns. Ata time when great forests of 
oak covered many parts of England which are 
now cultivated, timber was very available in 
many districts, and accordingly great country 
houses, manor houses, farm-houses—and now 
and then a church—were timber-built. Lanca- 
shire and Cheshire in the north are famous for 
their old halls, and it is only a small portion of 
these that are in masonry. 

In the great forest-covered plains the 
houses were usually built in the picturesque 
black and white, half-timbered, style, oak 
being commonly used, not merely for walls 
and roofs, but also for the furniture and 
fittings. 

In the older houses, as instanced by Tabley, 
Baguley, Smithells, and Samlesbury Halls, the 
timbers are generally of enormous size. A 
low stone wall usually carries the timber 
framing, which is often thrown into fantastic 
geometrical patterns. The panels so formed 
are filled in with a basket-work osier founda- 
tion, which is then daubed over with clay, 
strengthened with straw or stringy weeds. 
The finishing coat is of plaster on both sides, 
richly matted with hair, and frequently set back 
}in. or more from the face of the woodwork. 

As an illustration of what is here said, the 
dimensions of some of the timbers at Baguley 
—dating apparently from the fourteenth century 
—may be cited. The head. of the east  door- 
way was cut out of a piece of oak :néarly.:3 ft. 
wide, many “of the: main posts out of ‘piecés 








2ft. 6in. wide, and others in proportion, 
These great timbers, it is added, are in excellent 
condition. 

Such enormous timbers are, however, excep- 
tional, and though the timbering is always 
heavy, the scantlings are not surprisingly stout ; 
but the timbers usually stand very near to. 
gether. The general arrangement was that 
the posts of a piece of framing, by which I mean 
all the upright timbers, were framed to a cill 
and a head, and that horizontal pieces like 
interties were framed into them, and that in 
some of the numerous rectangular panels so 
formed naturally curved timbers were added 
to enrich the panel, or else raking struts were 
used for that purpose. Occasionally an air of 
great ornament was given by the panels being 
filled with quatrefoils or other simple tracery, 
All this timbering is now black and may be 
supposed to have always been so, and the 
surface of the plastering is kept very white so 
that the ornamental parts stand out very 
vividly. 

The gables commonly display a heavy tie- 
beam and a stout king-post standing on it with 
two heavy main rafters, while the two triangles 
so formed are filled by raking timbers. The 
roof-covering overhangs this, and there is often 
a barge board, while the*face of the gable 
frequently overhangs that of the story below, 

A curious variety exists at Tewkesbury, where 
the ornamental gables of two or three of the 
old houses are set rating forward. Of course, 
it is possible that on close examination this, 
like the famous twisted and leaning spire of 
Chesterfield Church, Derbyshire, might prove 
to be the result of decay; but as seen from 
below it has very much the air of being thus 
designed. 

In some English town houses standing at the 
corner of a street a very stout corner-post of 
timber, of which the upper part is bent, was 
sometimes used, and caught the overhanging 
upper story. Some of these remain (at Ipswich, 
for example), though the house to which they 
belong has been entirely changed. IIlustra- 
tions may be found in Parker’s “ Domestic 
Architecture.” 

There is a good deal of difference in respect 
of overhanging. In towns there was a great 
inducement to make the upper stories over- 
hang so as to give more space. In country 
buildings it was sometimes done and some- 
times not—and very often the upper stories of 
the gables overhang and the sides do not. It 
may have been the wish of the old builders to 
secure their gables to the main muiass of the 
building by running the heavy joists, which 
they made use of, from front to back of each 
block of their buildings. When this was done 
you can quite understand that it is easy to make 
each story of the gable end overhang by simply 
letting the joists project beyond the plate on 
which they are supported and placing the cill 
of the next story on them ; but that it would be 
less simpleand secure to throw out the enclosing 
framework sideways and, accordingly, this 
constantly occurs. : 

A very pleasing arrangement of bay-win- 
dows in fronts of which the upper part over- 
hangs sometimes occurs. There is a projecting 
square-faced bay on the lowest story, and on 
the next floor the entire front is thrown for- 
ward as much as the bay had projected, so 
that the general face of the first floor is a 
continuation of the face of the ground-floor 
bay. Sometimes this is repeated at a higher 
level, and with very good effect in tall fronts. 

The most vigorous overhanging is that when 
the entire upper story of a town house 1s 
thrown out on posts, so as to cover over the 
whole footpath. This, which has a very quaint 
effect, is best seen at Chester, where, in addi- 
tion, there is a second public footpath on the 
level of the first floor, reached by stairs at 
intervals. This peculiar disposition gives two 
stories of shops, and, of course, could hardly 
exist except where houses were timber-built. 
The name locally given to these overhanging 
buildings and the two stories of footpaths 
which they overshadow is The Rows. | 

In such examples as still remain in towns 
we rarely see such heavy and clumsy timbers 
as in the early country examples. The timbers 
are often lightened by being carved, or by 
having some sort of carved ornament added to 
them. ae. 

We have in London two remaining timber 
and half-timber buildings that show what ~ 
old build was. The front of Crosby Hall, 
Bishopsgate - street, has. been very much re- 
newed,.but it shows in-the main.what the 
exterior of an ambitious - and: rather ornate

don building was. The other building, 
apie Inn, on the south side of Holborn, 
nearly facing Gray’s Inn-road, is happily 
almost untouched. It is very simple but very 
dignified, and is a most interesting example of 
considerable extent. 

I spoke in the earlier part of this lecture 
about the use of whole timber buildings at the 
present day. A few words about the modern 
use of half-timbered work may be useful. It 
is unquestionably extremely pleasing in its 
effect, and the architects who build country 
houses are extremely glad to introduce a piece 
of half-timbered work here and there as a 
relief. We are, of course, anxious in modern 
houses to keep everything warm and dry, and 
I believe many architects now adopt the pre- 
caution, when they introduce a half-timbered 
external wall, of putting a thin brick wall 
behind it, and I judge this precaution to be 
wise. It gives two distinct walls, with some- 
thing of an air space, and, in fact, has the same 
advantages to recommend it that a hollow wall 


as. 
When this is not done, and even when it is 


. done, there is great advantage (if the expense 


does not prohibit its use) in employing oak. It 
stands exposure to weather well, and does not 
decay or warp. Usually this will be out of the 
question, and the next best material is as 
resinous a sort of fir as possible, such as pitch 
pine, or what is known in the North of England 
as red pine. 

It is important to groove the timber deeply, 
so that the plastering may go well into the 
groove, and behind this groove a fillet is nailed 
on to receive the laths. 

Let me add that whenever you introduce 
half-timber walls for architectural effect, you 
must not be sparing of thetimber. Your beams 
must be of large scantling, and not far apart, 
if you wish to obtain an effect at all resembling 
that got by the old builders. 

When the work oversails, or where it is 
wanted to avoid weight, the brick backing may 
be inadmissible, and in that case I prefer 
lathing and plastering to boarding asa lining for 
the inside. If the inner face of the framing is 
boarded, I recommend two thicknesses of 
boarding, with Willesden paper between the 
two, as much more likely to stop the wind 
that may get through crevices than anything 
single. 

If there is nota backing it would be very 

desirable to fill the spaces of the framing with 
some light non-conducting material. In Sweden 
I believe that dry moss is used for this purpose, 
but it is hardly safe to attempt its use in 
England. We have an admirable and perfectly 
unexceptionable material in slag-wool (other- 
wise silicate cotton), but unfortunately it is not 
cheap, and could only occasionally be used. 
Probably the best thing to use would be 
deafening, such is often used in internal 
partitions, and though I have no experience of 
its employment in such a position, I should 
not hesitate to use it were the occasion to arise. 
. In conclusion, I make no apology for direct- 
ng your attention in parts of this lecture—one 
ofa course intended for practical men—to 
buildings on the Continent and in America, as 
wellas in England. We seek after novelty in 
building as in other arts, and we are more 
likely to find what is new if we ask what the 
builders in other countries, and with different 
climates and surroundings, do than if we look 
onlyat home. We also seek for improvement 
and if we are only willing to learn, we some- 
times can get a valuable lesson from the mere 
fact that the thing we are about is done in a 
different way by other people. I trust, there- 
fore, that you will always keep your eyes and 
€ars open to the work being done by our 
American brethren and by the many clever 
men on the Continent, whose architecture and 
construction has been in the past, and is often 
now, of the very greatest excellence. -

THE ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIATION 
SUMMER VISITS. 


THE second summer visit of the Architec- 
tural Association was to have been to Gatton 
Park, in Sussex, on Saturday last, the 17th 
inst., but it was abandoned, and as only nine 
members had expressed a wish to attend, it 
was decided to make an informal visit else- 
where. 

A small party of six in all went down to 
Lingfield Station, on the L.B. and S.C. Rail- 
way. The large and interesting church— 
mainly Perpendicular—was first inspected. 
The two gables at the east end are without 
copings, the roofs projecting as at the eaves 
where the stout plate and ends of rafters are 
visible, grouping well with the shingled 
spire on the low tower, which breaks on plan 
into the west end of the south aisle. The win- 
dows, on the north especially, are high from 
the floor, which is of stone except in the choir 
and chapels, where the old red bricks, 9 in. by 
9g in., remain. The oak screens are good, but 
not elaborate ; against the central one are 
returned choir stalls with carved misereres, the 
church having been made collegiate in 1431 by 
Lord Cobham, whose tomb exists, with his 
recumbent effigy, and a Moor at his feet. There 
is also a larger tomb to another Lord Cobham 
and his wife ; they have at their feet a griffin 
and a wyvern. Both these tombs have their 
ends and sides carried up above the top about 
3 in., and are battlemented ; there is alsoa fine 
altar tomb with moulded purbeck marble slab 
with a brass of a knight in plate armour, 
and inscription dated 1403. The old oak 
lectern carries a seventeenth century Bible. 
The walls are whitewashed and the roofs are of 
the waggon type of dark oak. 

Near the church is a fine old timber-framed 
house with half-timbered cove between wings 
which project beyond the wall of the ground 
floor, also an early Georgian house of brick 
with plain wooden mullions and transomes. 
On the village green is a diminutive mutilated 
chapel or shrine known as “ St. Peter’s Cross,” 
which until recently has done duty as a lock- 
up. 
An adjournment was then made to Crow- 
hurst-place, an old Tudor house of very great 
interest. A portion of the moat still remains ; 
the house and adjacent buildings—for it is now 
a farm—form as picturesque a group as can 
well be imagined. Through the kindness of 
Mr. Hooper, the members were allowed to go 
all over the house, a courtesy which was much 
appreciated by them. The hall has an open 
timber roof of solid construction, which was 
inspected from the ceiling joists of the three 
bedrooms which have been inserted. The 
spacious fireplace still contains its original 
fittings and fire dogs, as also a cast iron fire 
back of the seventeenth century, and the walls 
are wainscoted. The screen has disappeared ; 
the parlour is now used as a lumber-room ; 
its walls are covered with fine linen- 
fold panels in oak. The ceiling has 
heavy moulded beams and rafters, the boards 
between being painted in red and _ white 
checkers, these colours being repeated on the 
beams, and the hollow member in_ blue, 
enriched with small lead stars originally gilt ; 
the colours are faded but perfectly distinct. 
The cornice has disappeared ; it was described 
in 1858 as still existing, ‘A Gothic G alternat- 
ing with grapples in blue and gold on a 
crimson ground.” This was the badge of the 
Gaynesfords, the original owners, and occurs 
on the quarries in one of the windows. The 
outer doors are richly moulded, and good 
hinges are to be noted both here and upstairs ; 
notably two pairs, of small fleurs-de-lys 
patterns. 

The next move was to Crowhurst Church, 
St. George’s, with a very old yew tree in 
the churchyard. Here the members of the 
party were met by the Vicar, who kindly con- 
ducted them over the church, which is small, 
of the Early English and Perpendicular 
periods; it contains two altar-tombs, and 
brasses to members of the Gaynesford 
family 1450-60. The stout oak posts that 
carry the belfry come down to the nave 
floor at the west end. A wooden battle- 
mented cornice on the north wall of the 
chancel, below the sill of the window, is sup- 
posed to have formed the capping to wainscot- 
ing now missing. A cast-iron grave slab on 
the chancel floor, dated 1591, also attracted 
notice... The members then adjourned to a 
a farmhouse close by, dating from the sixteenth 





century and once belonging to the Angell 


family ; it is now in the possession of Mr. and 
Mrs. Williams, who most hospitably enter- 
tained the party with an excellent tea. The 
deeply recessed open fireplace and huge 
chimney has in situ a very fine mechanical 
appliance of wrought iron worked by a weight 
for turning the spit. Returning to Lingfield 
Station and by rail to London brought this 
impromptu and highly successful visit to a 
close. 

We may here mention that in the account 
of the visit of the Association to Cobham 
Hall, the statement that the house was illus- 
trated in Messrs. Belcher & Macartney’s 
“Later Renaissance’? was incorrect; it is in 
Mr. Gotch’s “ Renaissance in England” that 
the illustrations referred to are to be found, 
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THE ASSOCIATION OF MUNICIPAL 
AND COUNTY ENGINEERS. 


A NORTHERN COUNTIES district meeting of 
the members of this Association was held at 
Whitehaven on Saturday last. Mr. R. H. 
Dorman, of Armagh, presided in the absence 
of the President (Mr. Robson), and amongst 
those present were Messrs. E. J. Silcock, 
Leeds ; J. F. Smillie, Tynemouth ; R, Picker- 
ing, Whitehaven; J. S. Brodie, White- 
haven ; J. P. Dalton, Ryton-on-Tyne ; J. T. 
Redfern, Carlisle ; and J. B. Wilson, Cocker- 
mouth. 

The Mayor (Alderman J. R. Musgrave), in 
welcoming the members to Whitehaven, 
remarked that they might have been attracted 
there by the knowledge that, although a 
small borough, it had led the way ina great 
many notable matters which affected the 
welfare and health of the community. _ It 
was the first town in England that ever 
adapted a natural reservoir to the purpose of a 
water supply, and they could claim to be the 
first borough in England to light their streets 
and attempt private lighting by electricity. 
Those matters had been eminently satisfactory 
to them in Whitehaven. Although an old 
town, with a dense population aggregated on 
a small area, they could hold their own with 
any part of the country in respect of the public 
health. 

Mr. Dorman thanked the Mayor for his re- 
ception of the Association and for the use of the 
Town Hall for their meeting. 

On the proposition of Mr. Brodie, seconded 
by Mr. Pickering, Mr. J. P. Dalton, Ryton- 
on-Tyne, was re-elected hon. sec. for the 
district. 

Mr. R. Pickering, Whitehaven, read a paper 
on “Water Supplies to the Incorporated 
Boroughs and the Urban and Rural Districts of 
West Cumberland.” He said the rainfalls 
in the mountain ranges of Cumberland were 
enormous, reaching in one part and in some 
years to 250 in., and toning down to 58 in. on 
the margins of the mountain district. The 
waters of the western mountains, in their 
passage through the lakes and rivers, contri- 
buted of their stores, and almost entirely sup- 
plied the population on the western seaboard, 
and they were without exception. uniformly 
very soft and very pure. The Whitehaven 
supply was obtained from Ennerdale Lake, 
from which the town was _ authorised 
to draw one million gallons a _ day 
and at the present time a Bill was before 
Parliament to increase the daily draw from the 
lake to 2,000,000 gallons. Up to the present 
time the sum of 93,000/. had been authorised 
to be borrowed by the various Acts, and 
78,000]. had been expended. In 1866 the 
Maryport Authorities obtained Parliamentary 
powers to take water from a mill race at 
Cockermouth, which was fed exclusively from 
the waters of the River Derwent. The source 
was not at present first class, yet it was of 
such quality that the inhabitants of scores of 
towns would be very glad indeed to be supplied 
fromit. A series of filter beds had been made 
in Bridekirk, at an elevation of about 368 ft. 
above O.D., and a covered service reservoir in 
Ellenborough. The works supplied a total 
population of about 18,000, and the capital 
expenditure was 33,450). The Willow 
water supply was from the head waters of 
Whicham Beck, where the watershed area had 
only about two or three dwelling houses within 
its area. The reservoir capacity was 28,000,000 
gallons. The daily consumption was 650,000 
gallons, or 65 gallons per head.. The main 
pipe from the reservoir to the town was laid in 





1875, of 8 in. diameter ; in fifteen years it was 
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found to be so crusted with peroxide of iron 
that the district could not get enough water 
through it, and in consequence of this about 
two-thirds of the 8-in. main was taken up and 
replaced by a new 12-in. main with a breeches 
piece ; then there were two 8-in. mains at the 
Willow end. The old 8-in. pipes, after being 
scraped, were relaid, besides the one-third of 
the length which was not disturbed, but was 
scraped in situ. The capital expenditure 
amounted to about 30,000]. The gather.ag 
ground of the water supply of the Cleator 
Moor district was on the slope of the Dent 
mountain, closely contiguous to the district, on 
which two reservoirs were constructed, but 
subsequently the district went further afield 
on the mountain country betwixt the old 
gathering ground and the Kinniside moun- 
tains, taking the water from sundry springs 
and making a new service reservoir. The 
expenditure had been about 23,000/., and the 
Council was carrying out the laudable prin- 
ciple of paying off the debt rapidly. The dis- 
trict of Arliedon and Frizington, soon after its 
formation into a Local Board in 1876, con- 
structed water works in Cogra Valley at the level 
of about 700 ft. above O.D. There was a very 
strong spring in this valley of peat moss of 
good quality water, but varying with the 
seasons. Instead of making provision for 
storing this pure spring water, they made a 
storage reservoir in a swamp, to about 20 ft. in 
depth of peat below it, and in dry weather 
drew on this bog reservoir. In the years 
1878-9 the Arliedon Local Board tempted the 
Egremont Board with an offer that they would 
supply them from their works at Cogra Moss 
with water at 144d. per thousand gallons, and 
an agreement was entered into. In 1879 the 
Egremont Local Board applied for an Act of 
Parliament to make an impounding reservoir 
in Uldale. This reservoir was to do duty also 
as a service reservoir, the site being only 13 
miles from the edge of the Egremont district. 
The site chosen for the dam _ had slate 
rock at both edges and rock below, but 
the narrow neck of the valley had about 
6o ft. depth of debris on the rock. It was an 
ideal water-shed, without any pollution present 
or likely. A fierce battle took place before a 
Parliamentary Committee on the petition of a 
lord of the manor of about one-half of the 
water-shed area, He was worsted in his con- 
tentions, and the Act was obtained containing 
the most important provisions. By the tempt- 
ing offer of the Arliedon Local Board to supply 
Egremont with water at 144d. per thousand 
gallons, the latter Authority actually threw 
overboard the important privileges they had 
obtained in the Uldale valley by authority of 
Parliament. This was one of the many 
instances where committees make sad mistakes. 
The individual members often fancy they are 
competent to deal with every question under the 
sun. At a public inquiry before a Local Govern- 
ment Board Inspector on the application by 
the Egremont Board for a loan to lay pipes 
seven miles to bring the Cogra water from 
Lamplugh and the other necessary service 
mains, as well as to erect a small service reser- 
voir, one of the witnesses in opposition con- 
tended that the large reservoir in Cogra was a 
perfect “muck hole.” This evidence gave 
much offence, but the loan was sanctioned by 
the Local Government Board. The works have 
been carried out, and now for the last three or 
four years the Egremont Board would be glad 
to be set free from their engagements with 
the Arliedon Council on the ground they say 
that the water is “cheap and nasty.” In the 
Bootle Rural District three small waterworks 
had been carried out for Bootle parish, Whic- 
ham and Hill-on-Millom respectively. On 
each of these installations a principle had been 
adopted to have the works so constructed as to 
be nearly self-supporting by water-rents, with- 
out taking outlying property where owners and 
occupiers would not derive any direct benefit. 
A joint scheme for the Cockermouth Urban 
and Rural Districts and Workington was 
carried out by a Joint Committee of the three 
Authorities, who, after several abortive schemes 
were considered, turned their attention to the 
Crumwick Lake watershed of 15,600 acres 
with annual rainfall of from 55 in. to 120 in. 
per annum and having regard to its 
wide expanse, the water was found to be 
relatively free from impurity. The salient 
points of the scheme which was adopted 
were power to lower the bed of the Cocker 
below its exit from the lake and to erect weirs 
across the two arms of the river Cocker as it 
issued from the lake, but so as not to raise the 


a 


normal level of the water in the lake ; to draw 
off 2,000,000 gallons of water per day, and in 
the event of a 15-in. diameter pipe being laid 
down to draw from the lake to give 3,000,000 
gallons per day as compensation to the river, 
and in the event of a larger pipe than 15 in. 
in diameter then the compensation water to 
the river was to be increased to 4,000,000 
gallons. The capital cost of the works was 
about 32,000/. Workington’s population had 
so increased that it had this Session a Bill in 
Parliament, the object of which was to raise 
Lake Crummock 2 ft. and to lay a new main 
pipe of 21 in. diameter as a service main, as 
well as the probable construction of two service 
reservoirs. Insumming up Mr. Pickering ex- 
pressed the opinion that considerable reform 
was necessary in the procedure of the Local 
Government Board. They were so opinionated 
and dogmatic in their requirements that in- 
stead of helping on the sanitation of a district, 
they obstructed and delayed, giving no credit 
to country opinion. 

Mr. J. S. Brodie, Borc ‘gh Engineer, read a 
paper on some public works at Whitehaven. 
With reference to the waterworks, he said the 
supply was one of the purest and softest in the 
Kingdom, and was practically inexhaustible. 
The Corporation were this year promoting a 
Bill in Parliament which sought to increase the 
limits of supply up to 2,000,000 gals. per day, 
as it was found, in the absence of large storage 
reservoirs, that the maximum of, 1,000,000 gals. 
was insufficient to meet the demands for all 
purposes during a long-continued drought. 
The electric lighting order was obtained in 
1891, and there were now the equivalent of 
8,727 eight-candle-power lamps connected for 
public and private lighting. The average 
selling price was 4d. per unit. From the very 
commencement the electric lighting undertak- 
ing had been financially successful, while the 
unbroken continuity of the supply had _ left 
nothing to be desired. The harbour works 
were under a separate Board of Commis- 
sioners. The west and north piers were com- 
pleted in 1830 and 1843, and the wet dock, 
known as the Queen’s Dock, with an area of 
414 acres and a depth on sill of 22 ft. at high 
water of spring tides, in 1876. The sewerage 
works were carried out by the late Mr. 
Hawksley, and the sewage discharged into the 
sea about 650 yards south of the harbour. The 
outfall sewer was provided with double-flap 
valves, so that the flow tide, which set north- 
ward towards the harbour entrance, closed the 
valves and prevented the sewage from dis- 
charging, and the ebb tide, which set south- 
ward towards St. Bee’s Head, allowed the 
valves to open, releasing and discharging the 
sewage into the sea at low-water mark. 

Mr. Dalton, Ryton-on-Tyne, moved a vote of 
thanks to the readers of the papers, which, he 
said, would be of great value and useful as 
works of reference in the future. 

Mr. Smillie, Tynemouth, who seconded, said 
he had been struck by the contrast which the 
towns on the north-west coast presented to his 
district on.the north-east coast. Here the in- 
habitants had to go only a short distance for a 
copious supply of water, drawn from a natural 
reservoir, and the cost had been comparatively 
low, say 50,000/. for 1,000,000! gallons. In 
Tynemouth they had been reduced almost to 
the state of a water famine, and now that they 
had broken the bonds which held them to a 
company, they had to go twenty-five miles 
distant for their water, and the cost would be 
from 100,000/. to 150,000/. Whitehaven was 
also to be congratulated upon the favourable 
position of the electric lighting undertaking, 
because, although Mr. Brodie had not told 
them what it was yielding, he was assured it 
was relieving the rates to the extent of 6o0!. 
per annum. The position of Whitehaven with 
respect to water supply and electric lighting 
said much for the enterprise of the Corporation 
and the efficiency of the officials. 

Mr. E. J. Silcock, Leeds, said that with 
experience in Yorkshire, where watersheds 
were so taken up as to be getting very scarce, 
it was refreshing to visit Cumberland, and to 
find the people could use sixty-five gallons of 
water|per head per day. It struck him that, 
with aisupply of 1,000,000 gallons per day, 
Whitehaven ought not to have to seek a further 
supply of water. 

Mr. Pickering and Mr. Brodie having 
replied, the vote of thanks was accorded. 

The Mayor entertained the members to 
luncheon, and the afternoon was devoted toa 
round of visits to the electric light works, the

THE LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL, 


THE usual weekly meeting of the London 
County Council was held on Tuesday at the 
County Hall, Spring Gardens, Lord Welby, 
Chairman, presiding. 

Loans.—On the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee it was agreed to lend the 
Fulham Vestry 25,00o/. for electric lighting 
purposes; the Lee District Board 2,480/. for 
paving works ; the Limehouse District Board 
4,1201. for street improvements ; the St. James's, 
Westminster, Vestry 3,200/. for paving works; 
the St. Margaret and St. John, Westminster, 
Vestry 12,700/. for paving works; and the 
Central London Sick Asylum District Managers 
27,4401. for provision of an asylum at Hendon. 

List of Rates of Wages and Hours of Labour, 
—The same committee reported as follows, the 
recommendation being agreed to :— 

“ The rate of wages inserted in the Council's 
list for slaters is 9d. per hour, and the hours are 
stated as fifty in summer and forty-seven and 
forty-four ‘in winter, but the London Siaters’ 
and Tilers’ Union state that the rate should be 
1od. per hour and the hours fifty-three all the 
year round. We have ascertained that there 
is no agreerment between employers and em- 
ployed on the subject, and we think that in 
view of this, and of the fact that slaters are 
not directly employed by the Works depart- 
ment, the better course would be to omitall 
mention of slaters from the Council’s list. If 
this were done the regulation would come 
into operation under which contractors for the 
Council have to pay the rates and obscrve the 
hours in practice obtained in Iondon. We 
recommend that the trade of slaters be omitted 
from the Council’s list of rates of wages and 
hours of labour.” 

Chief Assistant Architect—The following 
urgency report of the Establishment Com- 
mittee was then considered :— 

“The consideration of the paragraph in our 
report presented to the Council on the 13th inst., 
with reference to the retirement of Mr. Hebb, was 
adjourned so that we might have an opportunity of 
discussing the matter with the Building Act Com- 
mittee so far as the recommendations affect the 
work of that Committee. We stated in our previous 
report :‘that Mr. Hebb entered the service of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works in February, 1877, at 
the age of, forty-two, as assistant architect and 
surveyor in the Building Act office. His work has 
therefore been intimately connected with that of 
the Building Act Committee, and that Committee 
are strongly of opinion that having regard to the 
fact that the superintending architect has only been 
in office a few months, Mr. Hebb’'s retirement at the 
present time would cause serious inconvenience to 
the public service. We concur in the views of the 
Building Act Committee, and accordingly recom- 
mend— 

(a) That as the retirement of Mr. J. Hebb would 
cause inconvenience to the service, he do continue 
to hold his appointment for another year as from 
August 20, 1899. c , 

In the event of the above recommendation being 
adopted there is still the question referred to in our 
report of the 8th inst. of the appointment of an 
assistant architect for general duties. The Architect 
has pointed out the great increase of work in = 
department, and he feels that as the duties of N : 
Hebb are practically confined to the Building Ac 
work, which we may add hus nearly doubled ope 
1897, it is desirable that he should have the advantage 
of a chief assistant, who should not be engaged for 
the work of one particular branch. Although ct 
commending the retention of Mr. Hebb for ~ - 
year, we feel justified, having regard to the are 
increase generally of the work of the departmen — 
still asking the Council to at once take steps oP 
appointment of a new assistant architect, at a salary 
of 800/.a year. We accordingly recommend— 








(s) That an advertisement be issued inviting 
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applications for the appointment of an assistant 
architect, and that the salary attached to such 
position be 8ool. a year. ‘ 


Recommendation (a) having been agreed to, 

Lieut.-Colonel Ford moved that recommen- 
dation (b) be adjourned until after the summer 
vacation. It was, he said, scandalous that such 
a proposal should be made. 

Mr. Balian seconded. 

Mr. Corbett, Chairman of the Committee, 
quoted figures to show how largely the work 
of the Architect’s Department had increased in 
recent years, and how great was the need for 
further assistance. 

The amendment having been lost, 

Mr. Parker moved, and Mr. Howell J. Wil- 
liams seconded, that the recommendation be 
referred back for further consideration and 
report. 

This amendment was also defeated bya large 
majority, and subsequently the recommendation 
of the committee was carried. 

Fire Station, Islington On the recommen- 
dation of the Fire Brigade Committee it was 
agreed that the estimate of 14,400/. submitted 
by the Finance Committee in respect of the 
erection of the new Islington station in Upper- 
street be approved ; that the Council do sanc- 
tion an expenditure for the work of erecting 
the station of 14,033/. 14s. 3d., in addition to 
g5/. for stoves ; that the work be executed by 
the Council without the intervention of a con- 
tractor ; and that the drawings and specifica- 
tion be referred to the Manager of Works for 
that purpose. 

Delay in Obtaining Approval of Plans of 
Working-Class Dwellings.—The Housing of the 
Working Classes Committee recommended, and 
it was agreed, that a communication be 
addressed to the Local Government Board 
pointing out the grave inconvenience caused to 
the Council in securing the erection of dwell- 
ings under the Housing of the Working Classes 
Act, 1890, by delays that occur in obtaining 
the decisions of the Board upon plans of such 
dwellings submitted to them. 


Brook-street, Limehouse, Scheme.—The same 
Committee also recommended, and it was 
agreed, thatthe amended tender of Messrs.

banqueting room at these premises suitable for 
the public entertainments that take place in 
them. In 1885 the Metropolitan Board of 
Works served a sealed notice containing thirty 
requirements on’ the owners, and these were 
complied with in 1886. After very careful 
deliberation we some time ago drew up a list 
of matters which in our opinion required atten- 
tion in order to remedy the existing defects in 
the building. We forwarded a copy of them 
to the owners of the premises for their infor- 
mation, and we have since conferred with 
their architect on the subject, and we now 
submit a list of requirements which we 
think should be complied with as _ soon 
as possible, having regard to the public 
safety. It has been urged on behalf of the 
owners of the hall that the widening of 
Piccadilly, which the Improvements Com- 
mittee have under consideration, will affect 
these premises, and that the suggested require- 
ments should therefore remain in abeyance 
until the question of the improvement is 
settled by the Council. This improvement was 
not included in the list presented to the Council 
on Tuesday last, and it is possible, therefore, 
that a long time may elapse before any definite 
action is taken in regard to it. We recommend 
“that a notice under the Metropolis Manage- 
ment and Building Acts Amendment Act, 1878, 
containing the following requirements in regard 
to St. James’s Hall, Piccadilly, be prepared by 
the solicitor.” 

This was agreed to, There are twenty-nine 
requirements. 

St. Fanies’s Thealre.—-Eight plans in regard 
to certain alterations at this theatre were also 
approved. 

The Council adjourned at 6.30 o’clock.

ARCHZOLOGICAL SOCIETIES. 


ANTHROPOLOGICAL INSTITUTE.—At the meet- 
ing of this Institute held on the 13th inst. 
Mr. George Clinch, F.G.S., read a paper on 
“Prehistoric Man in the Neighbourhood of 
the Kent and Surrey Border: Neolithic Age,” 
in which he detailed a number of discoveries 
he had made during the past twenty years 
or so in the parishes of Hayes, West Wick- 
ham, Keston, Addington, Croydon, and Sander- 
stead. The remarkable series of neolithic 
settlements he has discovered have a special 
importance, from the fact that the hut-floors he 
has uncovered may be considered to be the 
very first efforts of pre-historic man in the 
direction of building an entirely artificial 
shelter for himself and his family. Particu- 
lars were given of several different neolithic 
settlements, indicated by the occurrence of 
circular dish-shaped depressions—the floors of 
dwellings—and several cooking hearths. The 
dwellings had been somewhat like the bee-hive 
huts of Cornwall. They show, as might be 
expected, great simplicity of plan and a very 
elementary domestic arrangement.

THE BUILDING TRADE DISPUTE. 


THE members of the National Association of 
Operative Plasterers resumed work throughout 
the country on Monday. The dispute began 
in February, so that it had been in existence 
about four months. It is stated that the terms 
of settlement have given satisfaction to both 
sides, and there is every reason to hope and 
believe that as soon as matters are got into 
working order general peace will reign in the 
plastering trade for a considerable time to 
come. 

At a meeting of the Northern Centre of the 
Master Builders’ Federation, held in Leeds on 
the 14th inst.,a resolution was passed approving 
the suggested National Conciliation Board for 
the building trade, but declaring that steps 
must first be taken to clear up the matters con- 
tained in the Yorkshire Masters’ manifesto. It 
was proposed that a conference of the York- 
shire masters and trades-union representatives 
be arranged for, in which case the lock-out of 
twenty-five per cent: would be withdrawn. 

A meeting of representatives of the trades- 
unions chiefly affected by the present dispute 
was held on the r9thinst.in Manchester. A week 
previously these representatives met and drew 
up a basis for a joint conference in the 
establishment of district boards of conciliation, 
with a central board to which appeal could be 
made if necessary. During the week the 
scheme has been submitted to and has received 
the sanction of the executive committees of the 
unions concerned, the result being reported to 
the gathering on the 19th inst., over which Mr. 
W. T. Wilson, of Bolton, Chairman of the 
Amalgamated Society of Carpenters and 
Joiners, presided. The trades-unions have 
unanimously sanctioned the scheme, details of 
which have been sent to Mr. Hassal, of Liver- 
pool, secretary of the National Association of 
Master Builders. It is understood that the 
offer of the Yorkshire masters put forward at 
their meeting last week to meet the men in 
conference was. scarcely touched upon, the 
desire of the men being that they should deal 
with the masters as a whole, and not section- 
ally. At the same time the feeling was 
expressed that the withdrawal of the Yorkshire 
lock-out should be made a condition of the 
conference,

THE READING AND DISTRICT 
BUILDING TRADE. 


THE first annual dinner of the Reading and Dis- 
trict Building Trades Assoclation was held recently 
at the Great Western Hotel. Mr. Thomas F. Rider 
(past President of the National Association of Master 
Builders) presided. 

The loyal toasts having been honoured, Mr. W. E. 
Collier gave the toast of the “Town and Trade of 
Reading,” to which Mr. W. Galt Millar responded. 

The Chairman, in proposing “ The Association,” 
remarked that at the present time almost every 
trade had its association. So far as the building 
trade was concerned, there were three ample and 
sufficient reasons for an association. The first was 
that they might meet together and by that means 
get to know each other better, that they might 
interchange feelings of amity, and interchange 
information, and generally derive from each others 
company much solid g That they might also 





were called upon to do what was unfair or un- 
reasonable, and as an association they could do that 
better than as single individuals. In these days of 
combination amongst workmen—combination which, 
so long as it was properly conducted and confined 
to legitimate ends, they ought to be the last to 
object to—it seemed to him that what was sauce for 
the goose must be sauce for the gander. At the 
present time. trades-unionism was stronger than it 
had ever been before. But what was the serious 
and sad side to the question was that the 
aggressive policy of the unions was increasing 
to an enormous extent. There was no need 
for him to give examples; they all knew 
of cases which came within their own experience, 
and it was a most inherent necessity that the builders 
should in every district throughout the land com- 
bine together, not for any oppression on the men, 
but to stand up for those rights which belonged to 
masters as well as to men, and insist that as a man 
received a fair day’s wage, so the master should 
expect and should have a fair day's work ; ina 
word, that they as well as the men should have what 
was fairly due and belonging to them. The hope of 
the National Association was that in every town and 
village there should be a masters’ association ; that 
those associations should be divided into four great 
centres, that those centres should be united to the 
National Association, and that when serious trouble 
arose in one part of the country, if that part of the 
country could not successfully deal with it, it should 
be taken up by the Federation for that part of the 
country in which the town or village was situated, 
and, finally, should the Federation be unable to 
effect a settlement, by the whole National Associa- 
tion of the country. The little trouble they had had 
with the plasterers was now smoothed over, and the 
terms of settlement were such as the master builders 
could justly pride themselves on. 


Mr. Catley, the President of the Association, 
briefly referred to previous efforts which had been 
made to establish a Builders’ Association in Reading. 
It was not revived in any way until during the 
bricklayers’ strike. That was followed by the car- 
penters’ strike, which still further welded them 
together, and then the old association was revived, 
or, rather, it had a new birth. He hoped and 
believed that the Association was going to be educa- 
tional in its best sense. The Association found great 
difficulty in dealing with the great labour questions, 
and a Conciliation Board had been formed from 
which some of them hoped great things. He was 
happy to say that it had been taken up by the 
trades-unions in a very proper and just way. They 
had already dealt with the question of wages, and 
they had avoided that barbarous method of 
settling disputes—a strike. They were looking 
to the ‘Board to help them over any difficulties 
which might occur in the future. He declared most 
emphatically that as an association they were not 
opposed to trades-unionism ; they welcomed trades- 
unionism, they copied its best essentials, they wel- 
comed the co-operation of the trades-unions, and 
they wished labour to have its rights, but co-equal 
with that they wished labour to perform its duties, and 
to allow them to perform their duties unrestricted. 
One of the most pressing problems, and one in 
which he hoped they would have the co-operation of 
the trades-unions, was how to get efficient workmen. 
The trades-unions said : ‘‘ You shall give us a certain 
standard of wages.” They had a right to say to the 
trades-unions : “ You shall give usa certain standard 
of value.” The conditions had altered since the 
time when an employer could judge what his work- 
man was worth. They had now an equal rate of 
pay, and, therefore, they had a right to demand 
equal value in quantity and in quality. He believed 
he was expressing the feelings of every builder when 
he said that they did not find among the young men 
of the day that quality which they had a right to ex- 
pect for the wages which they demanded. That was 
recognised by trades-unions themselves, who said 
they were almost powerless to remedy it. Whether 
a change was to be brought about by a revival 
of the old system of apprenticeship, or in whatever 
way it was thought best, it was a problem which 
had to be faced. It might be that young men 
wished to enjoy the full wages earlier, and were not 
willing to stay the necessary time to master their 
trade; but the facts were patent to all, and this 
was one of the things in which that Association, in 
combination with the trades-unions, might do 
exceedingly good work. 

Mr. Bottrill proposed “ The Architects and Sur- 
veyors,” and emphasised the fact that the Associa- 
tion was not formed in hostility to the architects or 
any other profession or class. He touched upon the 
large amount of power placed in the hands of archi- 
tects, and said it spoke volumes for the profession 
as a whole that such a custom should have obtained 
a footing without its becoming intolerably irksome. 
Mr. Bottrill deprecated the practice which pre- 
vailed among certain architects—generally young 
architects—of employing their own workmen, and 
remarked that such a practice would cure itself in 
no very long time. 

Mr. Ravenscroft, in reply, referred to the change 
which had come over the relations between builders 
and architects from the time when they stood face 
to face, practically as antagonists. The architects 
were coming to feel that in the main they had

right thing as between man and man. Pergop. 
ally, he had hoped that such associations as that 
would have been absolutely unnecessary, He 
would like to have seen the continuance of the 
old system, when the master and his men in their 
workshops stood shoulder to shoulder as against 
all comers, when the honour of the master wag 
the honour of the men, and when the well-bein 
of the men was the care of the master. Unfor- 
tunately, those days were past ; that being so he was 
more than pleased to hear the remarks which fel} 
from Mr. Catley. Let these unions be defensive, if 
they liked, not defiant, and certainly not offensive, 
and then, out of what to some of them had seemed 
an evil, might ultimately come to a great deal of 
good, With respect to two of the most important 
articles. of the Association, which affected them as 
architects, viz., with reference to the arbitration 
clause and the question of quantities, Mr. Ravens. 
croft expressed his personal approval of what the 
Association had done, remarking, with respect to 
the first, that he failed to see why any architect 
should object to an arbitration clause. He wished 
the Association every prosperity, on the lines which 
their President had laid down

THE ROYAL SCHOOL OF ART 
NEEDLEWORK. 


THE Royal School of Art Needlework has 
for some twenty-five years past occupied 
temporary premises in the Exhibition-road, 
next the Technical College. The new building, 
the foundation-stone of which was laid on 
Friday, the 23rd inst., by the Prince of Wales, 
is intended not only for the permanent housing 
of the R.S.A.N., but the school is making 
arrangements to establish classes for teaching 
and Practising other forms of applied arts. 

The building consists of large show-rooms, 
work-rooms, studios, and a quantity of 
moderate-sized class-rooms and the necessary 
offices for management. 

Externally the materials are Portland stone 
= blue pennant for the lower story, 2-in.

EARLY REMAINS FOUND AT THE 
TOWER. 


S1rR,—Adverting to the “ Note” in your paper of 
the roth inst. (pages 564-5 ante), I venture to 
suggest that the iron and stone shot recently dug 
up in the Tower are relics of a manufacture 
formerly carried on there. Mr. E. Wyndham 
Hulme, Librarian of the Patent Office, kindly gives 
me the following references. 

Office of Gunstone-maker of iron: the precise 
period of the creation of that office is not known ; 
a grant of 1 Elizabeth to Ralph Hogge as iron gun- 
stone-maker within the Tower of London, at 6d. 
per diem, recites that the grant wasformerly held by 
[Sir] William Levet, lately deceased ; a warrant of 
August 5, 1540, authorises payment of 8ol. to Sir 
William Levet for 15 tons of shot of iron; the 
grant to Hogge was re-issued, 30 Elizabeth, to 
Thomas Johnson, and again, 38 Elizabeth, to Thomas 
Browne, to whom succeeded, 13 James I., his son 
John—the latter three being well-known gun- 
founders, having foundries in Kent. 

Office of Gunstone-maker of stone : on August 18, 
43 Elizabeth, the office of making stone shot for the 
ordnance is granted to Andrew Kirwin, vice Robert 
Gooer, deceased, at 8d. per diem, a re-issue of the 
patent in 11 James I., des-ribes the office as being 
within the Tower of London.

The successful candidate prices 
the building at 11d., and makes it 18,000/., thus 
giving 41,712 cubic ft. accommodation, which was 
not required ; and, probably, if all the competitors 
had worked on the same basis, the result would have 
been different.

ARCHITECTURAL HYGIENE. 
XXIV.—REPORTS 


Waal give here an imaginary Report, as an 
\W\ example that may be useful. Of 
emEA} course every case will have its own 

peculiarities, which must be carefully studied, 
but perhaps the following may serve as a useful 
guide, and may act as a reminder of points that 
might otherwise perhaps be overlooked. 

The Report is supposed to refer toa country 
house which is to be altered and improved :— 

S1r,—In accordance with your instructions 
of the and your letter of the 
we have surveyed the above property with the 
object of advising you as to its general con- 
dition from a structural and sanitary point of 
view. 

1. THE HOUSE. 

The house is situated in the parish of 
—, and is on the high road between 
Hickley and Bexbroom, in the county of 
Downshire. It is therefore comparatively easy 
of access by road, but it is some three miles 
from the nearest railway station, which being 
on the London and Wreckham Railway has a 
very poor service of trains. It is some 600 ft. 
above the sea level, and is built upon a sandy 
soil, and is considered to be very healthy, and 
well adapted for the purpose you require. 
The death-rate for the locality is returned as 
averaging only 18 per 1,000. The rainfall is 
estimated at 32 in. per annum. 

With regard to the general plan and con- 
venience of the house and its structural con- 
dition there are several points upon which we 
should like to draw your attention. We will 
take these seriatim, making the drains and 
sanitary work the subject of a separate report. 
We enclose a plan of the house as at present 
with suggested alterations marked thereon 
(fig. 300). 

The house appears to have been built about 
the end of the seventeenth century, and to 
have been very little altered since that time. 
It contains a fairly large hall, drawing-room, 
library, dining-room, morning-room, water- 
closet under stairs and entered directly from 
hall, butler’s pantry, kitchen, scullery, and the 
usual offices. 

The library is at present a thoroughfare 
room leading to the drawing-room ; this is, of 
course, very inconvenient. We would suggest 
that a wall be placed across the northern end 
of the room, and a passage thus formed which 
will give privacy to the library. This room is 
also quite insufficiently lighted for its purpose. 
We would suggest that the present window be 
made into a doorway, and that a window 2 ft. 
wide be opened out on either side, which will 
greatly improve the room. The living rooms 
are all rightly placed on the south side of the 
house, but the sun’s glare would perhaps be 
rather much for the library, and we would 
therefore suggest, in order to make the draw- 
ing and dining-rooms more convenient, that 
bay windows be placed as shown, and that the 
roof should be continued between the two so 
as to form a covered verandah. The entrance 
is on the north, and in order to protect the 
house from the cold north winds which blow 
across the rather damp meadow land in this 
direction, we would suggest that a second set 
of glazed doors be placed as shown, and that 
a porte-cochére be added. The hall is also 
somewhat gloomy, and windows should be 
inserted on either side of the entrance door. 

At present the service to the dining-room is 
along the staircase and across the front hall; 
this is, of course, very objectionable. We 
would suggest that a service hatch be placed 
as indicated, so that the front hall need not be 
entered. This is, of course, not an ideal 
arrangement, but it will, we think, answer 
satisfactorily. 

Taking next the inner hall, the water-closet, 
as mentioned previously, is entered directly 
from this hall. We would suggest that this be 
removed entirely, and that a sanitary wing be 
built out as shown, with proper cross ventila- 
tion, the ventilating lobby being used as cloak- 
room, which is much required. 

The kitchen is somewhat badly lighted. We 
should suggest that a small side window be 
inserted so that light may be thrown on the 
kitchen range from the left side, thus enabling 
the cook to see what she is about. The 
servants’ water-closet is too close to the larder 
to be at all healthy or pleasant. It would be 
better to pull this down and thus give better 


light and ventilation to the larder by the inser- 
tion of a new window. The servants’ water- 
closet should be re-erected in the backyard, as 
shown, and access should be provided by a 
covered way. Off this covered way should be 
placed a boot-room, a knife-room, and a small 
coal-store. . 

We consider that a billiard-room should be 
added toa house of this character, and we 
have shown where this could be conveniently 
built. 

Upper Floor.—There are no servants’ stairs 
to this floor, which and we suggest that this is 
absolutely necessary in a house of this character. 
These can start from below where the old 
water-closet and lobby now are, and land on 
the upper floor in a passage to the north of the 
scullery, giving access to the two servants’ 
bedrooms over the kitchen and scullery. There 
is no bath-room, water-closet, or housemaids’ 
closet on this floor. These can all be placed in 
the new sanitary wing. The westernmost bed- 
room has no window on the south front, and as 
this would cost very little, we would suggest that 
one be provided there. 


2. WALLS. 


The walls are of stone, which have weathered 
very well, and we do not suggest that any- 
thing should be done except that some neces- 
sary pointing must be executed near the top 
of the walls. 

The most serious thing which we discovered 
is that there is apparently no damp-course, 
and that in consequence the damp has risen, 
especially in the north-east corner near the 
well. Of course a damp-course should be put. 
We do not think that this need be a very expen- 
sive matter. We should advise that a per- 
forated stoneware damp-course be inserted all 
round the house 6 in. above the ground level, 
and that this should be done in small.pieces at 
a time (say in 2-ft. lengths) so as not to endan- 
ger the fabric. In many cases we noticed that 
the level of the ground had in course of years 
risen above the level of the floor joists. We 
would therefore suggest that this be carefully 
removed so as to be 6 in. below the level of the 
damp-course,'the latter being inserted under the 
ground floor timbers. 

As to the walling generally, this is sound, 
with the exception of an old crack in the lintel 
above one of the ground-floor windows, but on 
examination this does not appear to have ex- 
tended for some considerable time. We should 
therefore merely point this up in cement. 


3. FLOORS. 


The floors, as is to be expected in such an 
old house, are in many places very dilapidated. 
The timbers to the ground floor have been 
attacked by dry rot through wantof sufficient ven- 
tilation. In the library this is specially notice- 
able, as in one place the flooring has completely 
collapsed. New joists and boarding will have 
to be fixed here. The joints between the 
boarding in the other rooms are very wide, 
and when the underside is ventilated will cause 
the rooms to be very draughty, besides har- 
bouring dust. We would, therefore, suggest 
that 4-in. parquet be laid round the edges 
of all the sitting-rooms and over the entire 
hall, and that the central part of each room, 
over which the carpet will come, should have 
the joints caulked with beeswax, the cleaning 
in future to be done with beeswax and turpen- 
tine, this being much preferable to washing. 
The upper floors are comparatively sound, but 
the edges (for about 2 ft.) of all rooms on the 
first floor should be stained and varnished, so 
that central carpets may be laid down. 


4. CEILINGS. 


The ceilings will require whitewashing 
throughout. Those to the drawing-room and 
dining-room are of an ornamental description 
of the Adam’s type and will require making 


5. WINDOWS. 

These are principally casements of iron and 
filled with leaded lights in small squares. 
They obstruct the view to a certain extent, 
but would very much detract from the character 
of the house if they were removed. We 
would, however, suggest that one of the lower 
lights in each room might be replaced with 
plate glass. 

The pointing to the frames will require 
making good in cement, several of the fasten- 
ings will require repair. 


6. ROoFs. 
We thoroughly explored these with the 





caretaker, and find the original tiling will in 


good in parts and picking out in party colours. 


many require stripping off and new tiles to 
be laid. In other cases the oak pins, which 
were used in fixing them to the laths, have 
rotted, although the tiles are quite good 
Roughly speaking, about one-quarter of the 
roof will have to be relaid. The flashings anq 
gutters will have to be relaid, though every- 
where the lead is comparatively good. The 
various settlements which have taken place 
have seriously affected the fall of the gutters, 
Cement filleting has been employed where the 
roof meets the gables. This is defective, and 
should be stripped off, and “lead soakers” 
used instead. 

The chimneystacks are very exposed, and 
have been partly blown down. They will 
require carefully reinstating, with new chimney- 
pots and flaunching in cement and pointing, 
The woodwork to the trap-door to roof has 
rotted away, and does not keep out the rain. 
It will require a new door and lining. 


7. DECORATION. 


Beyond the whitening to the ceilings already 
mentioned, the house will want papering 
throughout, the present ‘paper being entirely 
stripped and the walls made good. The ground- 
floor rooms are mostly panelled, but have been 
painted white. We find that this is all oak- 
panelling, and it will be well to consider 
whether you would prefer the paint being care- 
fully removed so as to leave the original oak 
visible. All the rest of the woodwork through- 
out the house will require rubbing down, pre- 
paring and painting two coats of good oil 
colour. 

The ironwork, internal and external, will 
also require painting. 

The mantelpieces are of good design with 
marble borders, and will merely require paint- 
ing, pickling, and cleaning. 


8. HEATING AND VENTILATION, 


As to the fire-places, many of these are 
of old and obsolete pattern, with very 
little heating capacity. We should advise 
that these be taken, and new ones of im- 
proved Pridgin Teale or other approved 
pattern be inserted. Some form of heating 
apparatus will certainly be required, as the 
house is in a very exposed position. The pas- 
sages especially should have radiators of the 
ventilating type fixed on a low-pressure flow 
and return apparatus. We should advise on 
the ground floor—two in the outer hall, one in 
the passage leading to drawing-room, and one 
in the inner hall ; and, on the first flocs, at least 
four will be required. 

There is room for a small boiler-house under 
the kitchen, which has been used as a beer- 
cellar, a window with open area could be put 
to this, and a -new flue made, or the hot-water 
supply system might be continued to be 
worked from the kitchen fireplace, but a new 
kitchener will be required in place of the anti- 
quated one now in use, so that the opportunity 
of improving the supply can be taken in hand 
at the same time. 

The ventilation will be materially improved 
by the suggested alterations. 

Lighting—No gas or electric mains are at 
hand, so that oil and candles are the only 
illuminants available. The present fittings are 
of the poorest description, and new ones will 
be required throughout. 


8. SANITARY WORK. 


This may be conveniently detailed under the 

headings of 
a. Sanitary Fittings. 
b. Drainage. 
c. Water Supply. 

a. Sanitary Fittings.—These are throughout 
the house of the most obsolete kind, and should 
all be removed. This will be the more easy to 
do because the new sanitary wing, which we 
suggest should be built, will give the oppor 
tunity. For example, the present water-closet on 
ground-floor is of the old D-trap and container, 
and from use for so many years has become 
almost eaten through with the acids from 
sewage. ; 

The servants’ water-closet, which is to > 
removed to the yard, is of the ey :

The = 
the first floor should stand on legs and hav 
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for hats and coats, Walls hatched indicate old work,

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‘“R.W.P.”—Rain-water pipe. 
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“ casings,” so that the floor, &c., can be easily 
cleaned. A housemaid’s sink may be provided 
for the emptying of slops, but I would strongly 
advise that the water-closet pan be used for the 
purpose, as the multiplication of sanitary 
fittings is not a good thing. The supply to the 
water-closets must be by means of siphon 
flushing cisterns. The soi/-pipes are defective in 
many parts, they are of lead, but are made of 
the old type with a seam in them, they are not 
taken up and ventilated as they should be. 

New soil-pipes of drawn Icad should be in- 
serted and secured to the wall by three tacks in 
every Io ft. and taken up 6 ft. above the highest 
window and covered with a wire cage. 

The scullery sink is at present of stone and is 
soaked through and through with accumulated 
grease. There is an antiquated “bell” trap 
fixed init. A new glazed stoneware sink should 
be provided with proper 2-in. anti D lead-trap 
with screw inspection eye. This waste should 
discharge over an open slipper-pipe 18 in. long 
.with gully trap at end. 

b. Drainage—We had the drainage opened 
up in several parts and find that it is of the 
most primitive description. It consists of 6-in. 
Pipes, unglazed, butted against each other. 
They have been laid merely in the ground, on 
no proper foundation, and the consequence is 
that, owing to settlements, there is no proper 
fall, and the sewage has for many years 
peck soaking into the ground surrounding the 

These old drains must all be taken up and 
Proper 4-in. glazed stoneware socketted drain- 
epee, jointed in neat cement, and laid on a

the scullery. This well is of the “shallow” 
kind. Although we cannot find that any of the 
sewage has actually penetrated into it, yet, as 
the soil round the house is thoroughly impreg- 
nated with fzcal matter, we expect that 
it may have contaminated it. We suggest, 
therefore, that the well may be _ kept 
for irrigation purposes, but that the 
house supply should be taken from the new 
water main in the public road. This will not 
be a costly matter. The old lead cistern in the 
roof should ibe taken away, and a new galva- 
nised iron cistern for 1,000 gallons be fixed in 
its place, fitted with proper ball-cock and 
overflow pipe. The cistern-room should be 
perfectly light and well ventilated, so that all 
dirt can beseen to be removed, and we would 
suggest that a small dormer window be in- 
serted in the roof to effect this purpose. As to 
drinking-water we would suggest that this be 
taken direct from the main by a tap at the 
scullery sink. If desired a “ Berkfield” filter 
can be fixed to the tap, and the drinking water 
supply thus rendered safe. 


10. DISPOSAL OF REFUSE. 


All the vegetable matter and garbage should 
be burnt in the fire-box of the new kitchen 
range. There is no collection by the Local 
Authority so that this devolves upon the 
occupier. 

11. APPROXIMATE ESTIMATES. 

We understand the lessor is willing to ex- 
pend 500/. on repairs, renovations, and im- 
provements. This we do not consider to be 
sufficient. Our estimate is as follows :—

including papering and paint- 

ing throughout (including

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GENERAL BUILDING NEWS. 


PARISH CHURCH, CRAIGLOCKHART, EDINBURGH. 
—The Parish Church at Craiglockhart has just been 
dedicated after alteration. The roof has been recon- 
structed, the walls decorated, and a stone tower and 
spire has been erected at the south-west corner 
adjoining the porch, with which the tower is con- 
nected by a staircase. The first stage of the tower 
rises 45 ft. from the ground, and is 17 ft. square— 
carried up without buttresses—above this, and re- 
cessed back a little, is the belfry, a height of 62 ft. 
from ground to parapet. The corners of the tower 
are continued above this with buttresses resting on 
carved gargoyles at the parapet, and finished in 
crocketted pinnacles. Above this rises the spire to 
a height of 98 ft. from the ground. The pinnacles 
are connected to the spire with flying buttresses, 
each finished with the carved figure of a griffin. 
The upper stage of the tower has a two-light tracery 
window on each face, and the belfry has a three- 
light window on each face. The grounds have also 
been enclosed with stone walls and iron railings. 
The work was carried through by Messrs. Hay & 
Henderson, architects, from whose design the 
church was built in 1889-90. 

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, TOOTING.—A new 
Presbyterian Church has just been opened at 
Tooting. The church has been built of red brick 
with stone dressings, from plans prepared by Mr. 
Thos. Arnold. It is capable of seating 750. — The 
pulpit is in one corner in front of an organ built by 
Messrs. Mybrea & Cartwright, of Holloway. The 
seating of the church has been carried out by the 
Bennet Furnishing Company, whilst the system of 
heating adopted is hot water low pressure with 
Gurney’s heater and radiators, and the work has 
been carried out by the Anglo-Canadian Heating 
and Ventilating Company. The whole of the work 
has been carried out under the superintendence of 
Mr. J. Stevenson, clerk of works, the builders being 
Messrs. Johnson & Co., Limited. 

CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH, LEEDS.—A Congre- 
gational Church is about to be erected in Harehills- 





road, Leeds, from designs prepared by Mr. T. 
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Dyer. The church is planned to seat 750 persons. 
It will have nave and transepts, anda gallery at the 
end over the main entrance. Vestries for the pastor 
and choir, and ladies’ and getitlertien’s cloak-rooms, 
will be provided. The building will be of brick, 
with stone dressings, and the tower will rise to a 
height of abotit ioo ft. 

CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH, MorRPETH. — The 
htw church atid prebiisés for Stinday Schotl and 
— pufposts, built by the Congregationalists of 

orpeth, were opened recently. The new church 
find schools occupy a position in Dacre-street, 
Morpeth. , The buildings are Early English in style, 
and the plans, which were prepared by Mr. J. 
Walton Taylor, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, are for a 
church to seat 350 persons, lecture hall to accom- 
modate 250, large infants’ class-room, fitted up with 
tea boiler, &c. The cost of the whole, including 
land, was about 2,700/. 

CHURCH, ST. BARNABAS, BIRMINGHAM.—On the 
14th inst. Lady Holder laid the foundation stone of 
the new Church of St. Barnabas, at Ladypool-road. 
When completed the church will take the place of a 
small {ron building which has accommodation for 
only about 600 persons. The plans, prepared by 
Mr. T. Frederick Proud, the architect, provide at 
present only fot the erection of a chancel, with 
organ chamber and vestries, but when complete the 
church will consist of a wide nave, aisles, transepts, 
and morning chapel. The chancel will be 24 ft. 
wide, with apsidal end, the morning chapel and 
organ chamber being separated by richly-moulded 
arches. At the corner of Ladypool and Clifton 
roads a tower will be erected, under which is the 
main entrance. A projecting ottagonal baptistry 
adjoins, and above rises the end of the nave with a 
group of traceried windows. The south side shows 
& range of traceried clearstory windows and 
buttresses. The building will be constructed of red 
brick, with moulded terra-cotta arches and tracery, 
and covered by an open timber roof and green 
slates. The church will hold goo people, and the 
cost, exclusive of the tower, will be 6,o00/. The 
builders are Messrs. E. Giles & Son, of Camp Hill. 

FREE CHURCH, CARNOCK, FIFE.—The new Free 
Church at Carnock has just been opened. The 
church was built from plans prepared by Mr. A. 
Scobie, architect, Dunfermline. It is a Gothic 
structure, with accommodation for 300 worshippers, 
and there is a small hall at the back for Sunday 
school and other meetings, besides a vestry and 
closet accommodation. The contractors for the 
work were :—Mason, Wm. Templeman, Cairneyhill ; 
joiner, David Graham; slaters and plasterers, 
M‘Gregor & M‘Owan; plumbers, Muir & Gillan; 
glazier, Alex. Lowe; painter, Henry Hoggan;

SHOOTING LODGE, GLENFARQUHAR’ ESTATE, 
N.B.—A new shooting lodge is in course of erection 
on the estate of Glenfarquhar, on the west side of 
Hershaw Hill, near the site of the old castle of 
Glenfarquhar, which is‘now demolished. The floor 
space is 87 ft. in length by 60 ft. in width, and in 
addition to the usual number of public rooms, a 
large number of bedrooms, and servants’ accommo- 
dation will be provided.

HOsPITAL, GOVAN, N.B.— The new hospital 
which has been acquired by the Govan Parish 
Council at Merryflats, Govan, was opened on the 
15th inst. This hospital extension has been carried 
out within the Merryflats grounds to the westward 
of the old hospital, and connected with it by a con- 
tinuation in a direct line of the central corridor, 
which is the east and west axis of the buildings. A 
connecting wing lying along line of corridor has a 
single ward of sixteen beds on the ground floor. 
The upper floor of this block is divided into twelve 
bedrooms for nurses. The main block of double 
wards is placed north and south, with a frontage of 
145 ft, and two stories in height, each of 13 ft. 
ceilings. In the centre are placed two convales- 
cents’ day rooms, with porches opening upon airing 
grounds. On the first floor there has been pro- 
vided maternity rooms, including bath-room and 
nurses’ room. In the main block are four 
double-breadth wards, 95 ft. by 24 ft., each for 
twenty-eight beds. The closets and bath-rooms are 
placed in angle pavilions, having ventilated cut- 
off lobbies. The buildings have been heated and 
ventilated on the plenum system. To enable the 
same modern system of heating and ventilation to 
be applied to the old hospital, subways have been 
excavated under the old buildings. The works have 
been planned by Messrs. H. & D. Barclay, archi- 
tects, and carried out under their superintendence, 
they being assisted by the master of works, Mr. 
Peter M‘Auslan. The contractors were :—Masons, 
Messrs. Horne & Stewart; wright, Mr. Robert 
Rogerson ; plumbers, Messrs. John Paterson & Co.;

the Committee. During the preceding year the 
number of plans submitted for approval wag 
2,400. At the last meeting plans for the erection 
of no less than 237 buildings were submitted. My 
Towers, the chief building inspector, states that the 
dispute in the building trade has not yet appeared 
to have had the slighest effect on the number of 
plans, which go on increasing almost week by week 
In every suburb of Leeds scores of buildings are in 
course of—or, as a result of the lock-out, awaitin 
—erection. In the neighbourhood of Harehills. 
road, Harehills-lane, and Burmantofts hundreds of 
new houses have made their appearance during the 
last couple of years, whilst scores of others are now 
being erected or are in contemplation. In Holbeck 
Hunslet, Headingley, Beeston Hill, and Bramley 
the builders have of late been equally active, 
Indeed, never have the builders of Leeds had such a 
prosperous period as during the past two years, 
What is, perhaps, an even more satisfactory feature 
of the report than the large increase in the number 
of dwellings erected is the large increase of late in 
the number of plans for extensions of works, 
Within the last few months plans have been 
approved for large extensions at Messrs. Taylor’s 
forge, Clarence-road, Hunslet ; Messrs. Fitton Bros,, 
engineers, of Bramley ; Messrs. Tannett & Walker, 
Hunslet ; the Leeds Fireclay Company, Wortley ; 
Messrs. Berry & Co., of the Croydon Engineerin 
Works; and Messrs. Greenwood & Batley, o 
Armley, have also recently extended their works, or 
are about to do so. At Horsforth, Messrs, Whittaker 
Bros., the contractors, are likewise making large 
additions to their engineering department.—Leeds 
Mercury. 
RECONSTRUCTION OF QUEEN’S RESTAURANT, 
ABERDEEN.—This building—formerly the Hall and 
Library of the Aberdeen Society of Advocates— 
situated at the junction of Union-street and Back- 
wynd, has been converted into shops on the ground 
floor and high-class restaurant for the Cabin Tea 
Company, Glasgow, on the upper stories.

PROPOSED NEW FEVER HOSPITAL, LEEDS.—At 
a.meeting of the Leeds Sanitary Committee on the 
18th ult., the scheme of Mr. Edwin T. Hall, architect, 
London, for the extension and completion of the 
Manston Infectious Hospital was adopted, and he 
was instructed to prepare detailed plans and specifi- 
cations. The present mansion on the estate will be 
demolished, and a building erected on the site 
to form the official administrative block. This, 
together with the residence and offices for the 
assistant medical officers, the matron, and single 
men, are shown in the plan at the staff entrance to 
the hospital. Passing through the covered way, the 
residences for nurses and female servants are on the 
right and left, the kitchen, steward’s stores, dispen- 
sary, and bakehouse being grouped on tne main 
covered way, which runs east and west. At the 
extreme north-east the existing pavilion is set apart 
for scarlet fever convalescents, with playing grounds 
attached. It is proposed to convert the adjacent 
staff block into a club-house for all the men em- 
ployed in the hospital. The porter’s lodge remains 
as at present. The position of the mortuary is re- 
tained, but the building will be increased in size 
and otherwise re-planned. An ambulance station, 
with stabling, is placed to the south of the mor- 
tuary. Opposite to the lodge will be placed the 
discharge block, with separate sets of rooms for 
scarlet fever and diphtheria, with waiting-rooms 
for visitors attached. A corresponding block 
to the east of the administrative block will 
contain accommodation for students, &c, The 
residence for the medical superintendent is 
placed in the outer zone, not far from the 
entrance gates. Owing to the difficulty of housing 
married men in this locality, at so great a distance 
from Leeds, a provision of sixteen cottages for 
married employes has been made in the locality. 
The present laundry is inadequate for the service of 
the completed hospital, and now that it is proposed 
to generate their own electricity, they will require 
a much larger engine-house and another boiler. 
Owing to the close proximity of other buildings, it 
is not practicable to enlarge the present laundry. 
The architect therefore proposes to take out all the 
interior of the present disinfecting block, and make 
it part of the laundry. All the pavilions are sepa- 
rated by a minimum distance of 100 ft. Each 
pavilion will be only one story high. The hospital, 
when completed, will provide the following accom- 
modation :—Scarlet fever, in eight new pavilions, 240 
beds ; diphtheria, in two new pavilions, sixty beds ; 
enteric diseases, in four existing pavilions, eighty- 
‘eight beds ; isolation accommodation is provided in 
five pavilions (one existing, four new) for forty- 
eight ; total, 436. The administration block will 
contain the committee-room, the offices of the 
medical superintendent, clerk, and matron’s waiting- 
room, one large office for the assistant medical 
officers, chaplain’s room; the residences of the 
matron, assistant medical officers, and of the six un- 
married male servants. In this block it is also pro- 
posed to put a large room available for lectures, or 
for Services for the staff. Each scarlet-fever pavi- 
lion will contain a vestibule, a hall, two wards of 
fourteen beds each, two wards of one bed each. 
a ward kitchen will be in the centre, entered 
rom the hall, and having observation windows com- 
eg. all the four wards.

Welsh 
bricks are used for the facings, and Scotch stone for 
the dressings. The tower, the upper part of which 
is fitted up as a look-out, the lower part being used 
for drying hose pipes up to a roo ft. in length, rises 
to a height of 80 ft. The police department is to 
the left of the tower. The fire department, to the 
right of the tower, will have the engines and one 
escape, stable for four horses, and a house for the 
superintendent. The whole of the upper floor is 
arranged as bedrooms, with lavatory and bath-rooms, 
for twenty single men, and the first floor has kitchen, 
dining, and recreation rooms for their daily use. White 
glazed bricks have been used for the walls of fire- 
engine-house, police-offices, and cells, and the floors 
will be of smooth-surfaced concrete. The general

architect, of Westgate, Dewsbury, and have been 
approved by the Joint Hospital Board.

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SANITARY AND ENGINEERING NEWS. 


WATERWORKS, CORLEY, WARWICKSHIRE.—The 
first stage of the scheme for providing the district 
of Foleshill, Exhall, Sowe, Wyken, Stoke, Binley, 
Keresley, and Corley with a new water supply has 
just been completed. Hitherto the area in question 
has derived its water supply from wells. The new 
supply is drawn from the Corley rock, a red sand- 
stone formation. At Burrow Hill-lane a well of 
1o ft. diameter has been sunk to a depth of 99 ft., 
and on an eminence near at hand a temporary 
reservoir has been constructed. Mr. J. Quick is the 
engineer. 

SEWERAGE WORKS, ACTON.—Colonel A. G. Durn- 
ford, R.E., Local Government Board Inspector, 
held an inquiry at the District Council Offices on 
the 16th inst., in reference to the application of the 
District Council for sanction to borrow 2,681/. for 
works of sewerage and surface-water drainage. 
Mr. D. J. Ebbetts is the surveyor. 

SEWAGE WORKS, BARRHEAD, RENFREW.—The 
sewage purification works at Bowerwalls, Barrhead, 
were opened on the 15th inst. The works consist of 
two grit chambers, four septic tanks, and eight 
aérating bacterial filters, all of which are built in 
concrete. Each of the septic tanks is roo ft. long 
by 18ft. wide by 7 ft. deep at low water, and is 
entirely covered with concrete arches, carried by 
rolled steel joists and brick piers. The four tanks 
when filled to low-water level contain about 312,500 
gallons. Each filter is 55 ft. long and 54 ft. wide, 
and is filled toa depthof 4 ft. with broken furnace 
clinker. The total filtering area is about 2,540 
square yards. Six of the filters ordinarily form the 
working set, the other two being held in reserve. 
The engineers are Messrs. Cameron, Commin, & 
Martin, Exeter and Westminster. 
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FOREIGN. 


FRANCE.—One hundred and nine artists have 
taken part in the competition opened by the Govern- 
ment for designs for the diplomas for the awards 
in the 1900 Exhibition. The designs, on view in 
the Galerie des Machines, are all of a very mediocre 
character, and recall the exhibition of designs 
for postage-stamps, held about two years ago, 
which resulted in nothing. It is useful to remember 
this, for at the 1889 Exhibition the diploma was 
designed by Galland. An interesting exhibition 
of pictures, drawings, and sketches by Puvis 
de Chavannes has been opened in the Galerie 
Durand Ruel. This exhibition, which closes on 
July 13, will be followed by a public sale. 
——The municipal administration are now restoring 
the fagade of the Chapelle de la Sorbonne, which 
contains the tomb of Cardinal Richelieu:-———A «block 
of. yery largehouses-is now being built on the site of 
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Constantinople and the Boulevard des Batignolles. 
These houses are being built from designs by M. 
Charles Lefebvre, architect, and they present a fine 
facade of 60 metres in length, the monotony of 
which is broken by the bow windows thrown out, 
with columns, and cupolas over.——M. Falguiére is 
to execute four decorative figures to ornament the 
pedestal for the monument for Victor Hugo, 
the principal figure being the work of M, Barrias, 
The four figures symbolise Tragedy, Comedy, 
Lyrical Poetry, and Satire——The exhibition of 
the Beaux-Arts de Valenciennes will be held from 
September 24 to October 15. The exhibition of the 
“Union Artistique des Ardennes,” which has just 
been opened at Charleville, will close on July 16; 
that of the Société des Amis des Arts of Douai will 
open its forty-fifth exhibition on July 9, to close on 
August 6. The similar Société at Grenoble will 
open its exhibition on July 15, to remain open 
till August 30.——An exhibition of the paintings of 
M. Fantin-Latour is being arranged atthe Luxem- 
bourg.——We have to announce the decease, at the 
age of seventy-five, of the painter, Charles Julien de 
la Rochenoire. He was a pupil of Léon Cogniet, 
Gleyre, and Troyon. He devoted his talent to paint- 
ing the pasture lands of Normandy, and exhibited 
at the Salon, from 1857 to 1879, landscape and cattle 
pictures which were much valued. 

UNITED STATES.—The list of names of the archi- 
tects chosen to compete for the New York Custom 
House is of much interest, as showing the idea 
entertained at Washington of the professional rank 
of Eastern architects, or, at least, of the architects 
of New York and two other cities, which have, as 
yet, had no large Federal building erected under the 
new system. Of the New York architects, those 
invited are Messrs. McKim, Mead & White, George 
B. Post, Bruce Price, Carrere & Hastings, Francis 
H. Kimball, James B. Baker, Cady, Berg & See, 
Clinton & Russell, Robert W. Gibson, Israel & 
Harder, Babb, Cook & Willard, Henry J. Harden- 
bergh, Cass Gilbert, Trowbridge & Livingston, 
George Martin Huss, and Howard, Cauldwell, & 
Morgan ; from Boston, Messrs. Peabody & Stearns 
and Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge are invited; and 
Messrs. D. H. Burnham & Co., and Henry Ives 
Cobb, from Chicago. It is evident that this selec- 
tion is the work of one very well acquainted with 
professional matters, and it was probably left 
mainly to Mr. James Knox Taylor, the Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury. However this may be, 
the contrast between such a list and that which 
would have been made up in Washington not many 
years ago is instructive. All experienced members 
of the profession remember the nondescript 
creatures who, in the good old times, used to make 
their appearance as architects whenever a public 
building was in question. Asa rule, no one in the 
profession had ever heard of them before, and after 
their public employment terminated they were not 
heard of again until a new State-house, or court- 
house, or asylum, or gaol had to be built at the 
taxpayers’ expense; but, for some mysterious 
reason, they were always awarded the public work. 
Now, however, an officer of the Government 
is allowed, without protest, to think of artistic 
harmony in the erection of public buildings, 
instead of political harmony, and to make up 
his list of competitors in such a way as to endea- 
vour to secure the former rather than the latter—— 
The new monument to Lafayette, which is to be 
presented to the French Government by the school 
children of the United States, is to be executed by 
Mr, Paul W. Bartlett and Mr. George G. Barrard, 
Mr. Bartlett carrying out the bronze equestrian 
statue of Lafayette, and Mr. Barnard undertaking 
the two groups in granite which adorn the pedestal. 
The architectural part has been entrusted to Mr. 
Henry F. Hornbostel, of New York. The pre- 
sentation is to be made on July 1, 1900, but as it 
will be impossible to complete the bronze statue by 
that time, a model of it only will be unveiled. 
Messrs. Bartlett, Barnard, and Hornbostel were all 
students in Paris at the same time, and were re- 
garded by the Art Committee of the Lafayette 
Memorial Commission as peculiarly qualified for 
their work.—American Architect.

The 
altar-stone is supported on four columns of Labrador 
granite.

Boulton & Sons, of Cheltenham ; whilst the painted 
panels—three of which only have been done—are 
from the studios of Messrs. Hardman & Co., Bir- 
mingham. ; 

METROPOLITAN IMPROVEMENTS.—In_ the _ list 
framed by the Improvements Committee of the 
London County Council, in respect of which they 
recommended that legislative action shall be taken 
in the course of the Session, 1900, are comprised 
the following projects :—(a) An extension of the 
riverside embankment between Lambeth Bridge 
and the Victoria Tower, with the improvement of 
the Smith-square and Millbank district, and the 
laying-out of a new street, 70 ft. wide, southwards 
from Old Palace-yard, and of a riverside garden ; 
the net cost is estimated at 530,000/., including the 
cost (74,000/.) of the works, towards which the 
St. Margaret and St. John Vestry will be asked to 
contribute 100,000/1., and the Committee propose 
that the Government shall undertake, at a calcu- 
lated net cost of 130,300/1., the alteration of 
the Abingdon-street block; in respect of this 
project we may refer our readers to the Builder 
of January 29, 1898, which contains a lead- 
ing ‘article upon the somewhat similar scheme 
of a private body of “ promoters,” illustrated by 
various plans, including two prepared by the Editor ; 
—(b) to widen Mare-street, Hackney, to 70 ft. 
between the Triangle and the North London Rail- 
way, the Vestry contributing 125,000/. to the net 
cost of about 5§77,0001. ; (c) to widen Goswell-road 
to 60 ft. between Great Sutton and Upper Ashby

and (ec) to widen Nine Elms-lane to 60 ft. between 
Battersea Park-road and Southampton-street West, 
at a computed net cost of 136,400/., subject to a con- 
tribution of 15,000/. from Battersea Vestry.

A SAFETY CASEMENT WINDOW.—The cleaning of 
the exterior of casement windows is an even more 
awkward matter than with sash windows, as, except 
with very small sashes, it is almost impossible to 
get the hand round to the back of it when open, or 
to the window next it on that side. The Crittall 
Manufacturing Company, of Braintree, have brought 
before us a model of an exceedingly simple con- 
trivance for getting over this difficulty in iron case- 
ments. The casement frame is made in two parts, 
the portion holding the glass fitting within the 
outer frame. When the window is opened, a small 
clamp on the hinge side of the frame is loosened, 
and the inner portion with the glass can then be 
turned on a pivot working in the outer portion of 
the frame ; not only bringing the outside of the 
glass round, but also enabling the hand to be passed 
through to clean the outside of the adjoining sash, 
if it should be a fixed one, There is nothing in the 
— of the double frame to interfere with its 
weather-tight quality, and nothing intricate or 
liable to get out of order; it is a contrivance at 
once simple and ingenious, and can be safely recom- 
mended to the attention of architects.

collapsed, and there was a great uprising of dust 
which for a time completely hid the scene from 
view. It was subsequently found that, while a 
couple of dozen men had had marvellous escapes 
two others were missing. At ten minutes past seven 
one of the men was got out. He was terribly 
injured, and was at once removed to the St. George's 
Hospital. The dead body of the second man was 
discovered later on.

THE BUILDING TRADE DISPUTE AT MIDDLEs. 
BROUGH.—A joint meeting of the Middlesbrough 
Master Builders’ Association and the Federated 
Builders’ Labourers’ Union was held on the 15th 
inst. at the office of Mr. Calvert Griffiths, the 
Master Builders’ secretary. The following agree- 
ment was signed: “The men to return to work at 
the old rate of wages, which the masters undertake 
to pay for the next twelve months. The masters 
agree not to victimise any member of the union, 
and the men agree to work amicably with non- 
union men.” It was also agreed to appoint a 
standing joint committee to consider and decide on 
working rules, and to settle any dispute which may 
occur in the future, work being proceeded with in 
the meantime. This agreement was arrived at on 
the understanding that the rules of the labourers 
are ibrought into harmony with those of the 
bricklayers. 

DUMFRIES MASONS’ STRIKE.—Dumfries masons’ 
strike, which had entered on its fourteenth week, 
has been settled by an agreement of the masters to 
give an advance of a halfpenny per hour instead of 
the penny demanded. The standard wage will now 
be 8¥4d., and employers are to be at liberty to pay 
a lower rate, not less than 7d., to men who are not 
fully competent tradesmen. 

THE TUNBRIDGE WELLS BUILDING TRADE.— 
The labourers of the Tunbridge Wells building 
trade, who ceased work until 6d. per hour instead 
of 54d. was paid, have now resumed work, the 
increase having been conceded by the master 
builders. 

BRICKLAYERS’ STRIKE IN GERMANY.—Berlin brick- 
layers demand a further rise in their wages from 60 
pfennige ‘(sevenpence) to 65 pfenuige an hour. 
Some of the employers have gzanted this but the 
Employers’ Association opposes the demand, and to 
make their refusal more effective the members have 
locked out their workmen, even the not incon- 
siderable number—the so-called “ localists ”—who 
have not asked for more wages. The employers 
declare that they must put an end once 





and for all to the coercion exercised by 
the men, in order to remain masters on 
their own ground. As an answer to the 


general lock-out a general strike has been 
proclaimed by the leaders of the Brick- 
layers’ Union, even including shops where the men’s 
demands have been conceded, On account of the 
very mild winter and the consequent long period 
of uninterrupted work, the funds of the Union are 
in avery good condition. The Employers’ Associa- 
tion, however, is well-prepared, and it appears as if 
the struggle might be a hard one. The employers 
think it lies in their interest that the scene of 
action should not be restricted to Berlin, and are 
trying to bring about a lock-out throughout the 
country. They have, therefore, issued the following 
circular to the Guild-masters all over Germany: 
“The movement to raise wages to 60 pfennige being 
scarcely over, the new demands prove to bea regular 
challenge to the employers, and a test of the power 
of the Social Democratic leaders, and they must be 
refused with all energy. As the workmen decided 
yesterday at their meeting that all unmarried brick- 
layers should leave Berlin and the suburbs, and give 
up their places to married comrades, we beg all our 
colleagues not to employ bricklayers from Berlin. 
A second circular has been addressed to purveyors 
of building material, who are asked not to supply 
builders who have not joined the Employers 
Association, nor members of it who continue work 
on their buildings. Many employers have refu “i 
to be bound by the Association, and have declar 
themselves willing to pay the wages demand . 
Several architects have also cancelled their contracts 
with employers who cannot fulfil their obligations 
owing to the lock-out. The struggle will, therefore, 
most probably end in the victory of the men.

LEGAL. 
ALLEGED INTERFERENCE WITH ANCIENT 
LIGHTS. 


In the Chancery Division of the High Court of 
Justice, on the 16th inst., before Mr. Justice Byrne, 
the case of Axford v. Fruen came on for hearing as 
a motion by the plaintiff for an injunction to restrain 
the defendant from an alleged interference with 
plaintiff's ancient lights. 

Mr. Farwell, Q.C., and Mr. Carpmael appeared 
for the plaintiff, and Mr. Levett, Q.C., and Mr. 
Stone for the defendant. 

Mr. Farwell said the plaintiff was tenant of a 
shop at 96a, Victoria-street, in which he sold 
curiosities and furniture. The defendant was his 
landlord. The plaintiff was tenant until December, 
1902, of the premises in question. The frontage of 
the premises was 24 ft. gin.; the shop front was 
10 ft. by 9 ft. 6 in. ; and the shop stood back 11 ft. 6in. 
from the road. The defendant had been building so 
as to put the plaintiff's shop into a well, as it were ; 
he was building out on each side and raising walls 
on each side ; and he was also building in front. Of 
course this materially interfered with the plaintiff's 
enjoyment of the premises. The defendant had 
suggested that the plaintiff had agreed to allow him 
to do what he had done. That was a question of 
fact, but on the evidence it appeared to him 
(counsel) to be perfectly plain that this was not 
agreed to by the plaintiff. The defendant suggested 
he had had a number of verbal conversations with 
the plaintiff and he had to get the permission of the 
London County Council. He applied to the plain- 
tiff to get his consent as the London County Council 
asked for it, and the plaintiff had a letter written by 
him to the County Council refusing to give that 
consent. How in the face of that letter the defen- 
dant could say the plaintiff gave his consent he 
(counsel) could not really make out. 

Mr. Stone said that one of the defendant’s points 
was consent, and that the plaintiff thereby 
acquiesced in what was done. Whether this was a 
binding legal agreement or not, he submitted, did 
not affect the question. Beyond that, the plaintiff 
saw the defendant building up these two walls, 
waited until the work was practically finished, and 
it was not until the defendant had practically 
finished the work, and until he had pulled down a 
staircase, that the plaintitf took action. These were 
his (counsel’s) points on the facts, and there were 
also points of law. 

After some further discussion the motion stood 
over for a few days to enable the parties to try to 
arrange matters. 





THE WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION ACT, 1897. 
MEADS v. HAWKINS. 


THIS was a case (tried at the Reading County 
Court recently) under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, in which John Meads, a painter, sued Mr. 
Hawkins, builder, of Reading, for 50 per cent. of 
his wages, in consequence of injuries received while 
engaged at his work. Mr. A. H. Spokes (instructed 
by Messrs. Brain & Brain) appeared for the appli- 
cant, and Mr. Powell (instructed by Messrs. Sar- 
jeant & Gosling) for the respondent. 

Mr. Spokes said the action was brought under 
Section 7, 

Mr. Powell, in answer to his Honour, said the 
point he should raise was that the case did not come 
within the Act. There was a question as to the 
scaffolding, though he did not agree also as to the 
statement of the facts. 

John Meads, the applicant, stated that the accident 
occurred on December 19. His average wages were 
Il. 8s. per week. The building on which he was 
employed was the Swansea-road Board School, and 
Mr. Hawkins was the contractor for it. The height 
of the building was over 30 ft. Witness was 
engaged in painting an iron girder over the south 
Staircase when the accident happened. The stair- 
Pg was on the top floor. Witness was standing on 
€ ladder with a man at the foot. There were two 
adders spliced together ; they had been spliced by 
the foreman painter. A rung of the ladder gave 
way with him, and he fell against a fanlight, which

The 
scaffolding he spoke of consisted of planks and 
trestles, and long poles for ledgers. 

Evidence having been given by Dr.- Guilding, 
Alfred Annetts, a painter, said he had-been engaged 
on the same work as Meads. There had been a 
plasterer’s scaffolding on the very staircase on which 
Meads had been employed, about 2 ft. 6 in. high. 
There was also scaffolding at other parts of the 
building. On the same day that Meads met with his 
accident some of this scaffolding was in use. 

William Hawkins, the contractor for the buildings, 
said he saw the building on the day the accident 
occurred. There was no work of construction 
going on on that day at all, and there was no 
scaffolding outside or inside the main building. 

Cross-examined : For the purpose of the building 
he had used scaffolding, but it had been taken down. 
There was no scaffolding on the centre staircase on 
the day the accident happened. It would not have 
been possible, nor would it have paid to have put 
scaffolding on the staircase on which Meads was 
working. 

W. H. Hancock, the general foreman, stated that 
on December 19 there was no scaffolding outside or 
inside the building. There was a plasterers’ stage 
on the centre staircase. 

Cross-examined : The plasterers’ stage was com- 
posed of scaffold boards, but it was only a temporary 
erection. 

George White said he was clerk of works in the 
employ of the Reading School Board. The scaffold- 
ing was all removed from the main building on 
November 2. It was not proper to call plasterers’ 
staging scaffolding. 

Mr. Spokes contended that what Parliament in- 
tended was that if there were an important. build- 
ing, 30 ft. high, being erected, by means of scaffold- 
ing, that then the Act should apply. This building 
was being constructed by means of scaffolding. 
Before the plastering and painting work was finished, 
it could not be said that the construction was com- 
pleted. Mr. Spokes also contended that the staging 
was scaffolding, and that the “building” included 
all the buildings within the curtilage. 

His Honour, in giving judgment, said he need not 
remind them of the peculiarities of the Act. He 
also expressed his sorrow for the applicant, and his 
hearty wish that greater care was taken for the 
safety of the lives and limbs of workmen. The 
first point to consider was whether the “ building” 
here was not merely the main building, but included 
the subsidiary buildings, and especially the cookery 
school. He held that the main building was to be 
considered separate ; it was separate in point of 
fact ; it was separate physically, and it also 
belonged to a different contract from the one 
under which the cookery school and metal shop 
had been constructed. The next was a very impor- 
tant question, whether this main building was 
“being constructed.” He had to decide on the 
meaning of the word “ construction,” and he had to 
do so by the light of the judgment of the Lords 
Justices in the appeal in the case of Wood, recently 
decided. What they held was that painting was not 
“repairs,” and not “construction.” He did not 
mean to say that the judgment he was giving was 
not open to fair criticism and argument, and he 
dared say it might receive it, but that judgment was 
law to him, Mr. Spokes had pointed out that in the 
case quoted the operation was painting only, while 
here there was a contract for construction, and that 
the construction could not be considered complete 
until the plastering and painting was all done. There 
was a good deal to be said for that argument, but 
he was unable to say that this building was “ being 
constructed,” because there was practically only the 
painting work to be done. With regard to the plas- 
terer’s stage being “scaffolding,” his opinion would 
probably be against the plaintiff, but on that point 
he did not now decide positively. His Honour also 
held that though machinery driven by steam had 
been used in the construction of the building, it was 
not “ being used,” as the construction was tinished. 
The result was that the unfortunate plaintiff was not 
within the purview of the Act, and he must give 
judgment for the defendant with costs. 

Mr. Spokes urged that the case was very near the 
line, but his Honour said that he always let costs 
follow the event. 

Mr. Powell said that compensation was offered, 
but declined. 





CLAIM AGAINST CONTRACTORS UNDER 
THE WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION ACT, 


1897. 

THE case of Skeggs v. Keen came before the 
Court of Appeal, composed of Lord Justice A. L. 
Smith, Lord Justice Rigby, and Lord Justice 
Vaughan-Williams, on the 17th inst.,on the appeal 
of the plaintiff from an award of Judge Addison, Q.C., 
sitting at the Southwark County Court, under the 
Workmen’s Compensaticn Act, 1897. It appeared 
that Skeggs was in the employment of Messrs. A. & 


P. Keen, contractors, and was injured while in the | § 


course of his employment by falling off a ladder. 
Skeggs'first brought an action against the respon- 
dents under the Employer’s |Liability Act, 1880, in 
the Southwark County Court, alleging that the ladder 





was defective, but the jury on December 13, 1898, 
found that the ladder was not defective and returned 
a verdict for the respondents and the action was 
dismissed with costs. At the request of the appellant 
the Judge thereupon proceeded to assess compensa- 
tion under Section I, Sub-Section 4, of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1897. The Judge assessed 
the compensation at the request of both parties, at 
a lump sum instead of a weekly payment, and he 
awarded the appellant Skeggs 23/. 4s. No applica- 
tion was then made by Skeggs for costs but his 
solicitor carried in a bill of costs. There were 
applications made in respect both of this bill of 
costs and of the respondents’ bill of costs in the 
action, and on April 10, last, the Judge, after stating 
that the respondents were willing to and did admit 
their liability under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, 1897, but refused to make an offer under the 
Employers’ Liability Acts, 1880, as they considered 
that the appellant had no case under that Act, but 
the action was brought instead, said he found asa 
fact that all the costs with one immaterial excep- 
tion which the defendants had incurred had been 
occasioned by the plaintiff bringing his action under 
the Act of 1880. He also decided that there was no 
jurisdiction to give the plaintiff any costs. 

In the result their Lordships upheld the decision 
of the County Court Judge, and dismissed the 
appeal with costs. 

Mr. Cyril Dodd, Q.C., and Mr. Moyses appeared 
for the. plaintiff (appellant); and Mr. Lawson 
Walton, Q.C., and Mr. Ellis Hill for the defendants. 





THE HULL LIGHT DISPUTE. 


THE case of Jordeson v. the Sutton, Southcoates, 
& Drypool Gas Company and Others came before 
the Court of Appeal, composed of the Master of 
the Rolls, the President of the Probate Division, 
and Lord Justice Romer, on the 2ist inst., on the 
application of the defendant company fora stay of 
execution pending their appeal to the House of 
Lords. It will be remembered that the action was 
brought by the plaintiff in respect of injury to some 
small houses belonging to himin Hull during the 
construction by the defendants of a large gas-holder 
and of prospective obstruction of access of light to 
the windows of such houses, Messrs. Holme & 
King, the contractors, being joined with the com- 
pany as defendants. Mr. Justice North awarded 
the plaintiff 340/. damages tor the injury actually 
done, his judgment being affirmed in the Court of 
Appeal. 

Their Lordships granted a stay of execution as to 
costs only, the damages having been paid. 





ACTION AGAINST THE LONDON COUNTY 
COUNCIL BY A DEPTFORD TRADES- 
MAN. 


THE case of Martin v. the London County 
Council came before the Court of Appeal, composed 
of Lord Justices A. L. Smith, Rigby, and Vaughan 
Williams, on the 20th and 2tst insts., on the appeal 
of the plaintiff from the decision of Mr, Justice 
Kennedy giving judgment for the defendants. 

The action was brought against the defendants for 
unnecessarily and negligently blocking and obstruct- 
ing Wellington-street, Deptford and other thorough- 
fares leading to that street, in which the plaintiff 
resided as a leaseholder. It was alleged that in 
1897, whilst making a new road cutting Wellington- 
street diagonally under their statutory powers the 
County Council were guilty of unreasonable delay, 
and of obstructing the approaches to the street at 
more points and in greater degree than was neces- 
sary, with the result that the receipts of the plaintiff 
in his business fell off to such an extent that he 
had to surrender his lease and lost his interest 
therein, and the goodwill of his business as a 
greengrocer, after incurring extra expense and 
labour in getting his goods to his shop and from his 
shop to his customers. It was asserted that for 
some months the High-street ends of Watergate- 
street and Wellington-street were blocked up 
entirely (save for a narrow gangway) and a board 
put up marked “no thoroughfare”; that at the 
other end Wellington-street was blocked up as far 
as Armada-street and a similar board placed there ; 
that the gangway which had been left for foot- 
passengers was almost impassable owing to piles of 
sand and rubbish which had been heaped up 
close to it; and that the whole roadway 
was needlessly blocked by road-making material. 
The learned Judge left to the jury the questions 
whether there had been unnecessary delay and ob- 
struction, and the amount of the damage to the 
plaintiff, if any. The jury being unable to agree, 
were discharged. The defendants then moved that 
judgment might be entered for them on the follow- 
ing points :—(1) That even assuming defendants had 
been guilty of unreasonable delay or obstruction and 
damage had resulted to the plaintiff no action 
would lie. (2) That the plaintiff had not shown any 
substantial damage attributable solely to these acts, 
(3) That if there was any evidence of special 
damage, it was not so particular to the plaintiff as to 
ive him a cause of action. The plaintiff submitted 
that the undertakers of all public works authorised by 
statute were responsible for injuries peculiar to the 
person, or the limited section of persons aggrieved 
by injuries which had been inflicted by an improper 
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or unreasonable exercise of the powers conferred 
upon them. Mr, Justice Kennedy held that the 
circumstances were not such as would give the 
plaintiff a right of action, and entered judgment for 
the defendants with costs, except the costs of the 
special jury. 
Their Lordships, without calling upon counsel for 
the respondents, dismissed the appeal with costs, 
_ Mr. Atherley Jones, Q.C., and Mr. W. M. Thomp- 
son appeared for the appellant, and Mr. H. F. 
Dickins, Q.C., and Mr. Daldy for the defendants.
